AIR-RAID RELIEF 
WORK 


Co-ordinating Conference 
AN EXECUTIVE -ELECTED 


So many problems face the Jewish Community, 
as distinct from general problems which face all 
citizens, irrespective of creed, as a result of con- 
tinued air raids on London, that the Board of 
Deputies called a conference on Tuesday to try, to 
co-ordinate the work of the several Jewish bodies 
giving help to the victims in various ways. A 
resolution was passed which in effect constitutes the 
conference as a qlUasi-permanent body, and an 
Executive has been clecied, composed of the mem- 
bers of the Deputies’ Air-Raids Sub-Committee, 
with the addition of certain other public workers. 

Professor Brodetsky presided at the conference, which 
was well attended. He referred’ to the visit he and some 
others had paid to the East End, where much damage had 
been done, and following which the Air Raids Sub-<Com- 
mittee had been appointed. Contact was made with the 
Stepney Borough, the Ministry of Health, and the London 
County Council, and one of the earliest results was the 
provision of hot meals in such form that they could be taken 
by orthodox Jews and the provision of Jewish Rest Centres. 

Among organisations whose help was invaluable was the 
Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue, who had 
extended their work in the East End, and the Order Achei 
Brith and Shield of Abraham, who had put at their disposal 


for old and helpless people who could not go to shelters 
their convalescent home at Etchingham. 


Community's Lack of Readiness 


Professor Brodetsky admitted that the Community could 
be justifiably criticised for its lack of readiness.for the tasks 
now confronting it, and although when large-scale raids 
first occurred it was probably better to go on with im- 
mediate relief work with the help of public bodies and 
public workers, the time had now arrived when consultation 
and more organisation were necessary. They had to plan 
for evacuation, for suitable billeting, and for the Jewish 
education of their children now uprooted from their 
ordinary homes; so that the Community would have a con- 
tinuous organised life, spiritually and culturally. Finally, 
they had to consider the difficult problems the forced 
migrations of groups of people raised in the relations 
between Jews and non-Jews. 

Many of those present joined in the discussion, and the 
points put by the Chairman were carried further in ‘the light 
of each speaker’s personal experiences in the raided areas. 
Health and sanitary matters were also spoken of, and the care 
of the Jewish blind in the East End. It was also announced 
that for the time being the Jewish Board of Guardians were 
acting as a clearing-house for the distribution of clothing to 
enre gen people, and furniture was being lent to equip a 
ostel. 

The majority opinion being that some form of co-ordinating 
body was essential; and that the obvious representative 
organisation to initiate this co-ordination was the Board of 
Deputies, the resolution referred to above was carried, the 
additional members of the Executive being Dr. M. Schwartz-

U.S. CITIZEN 


Germany’s Loss is America’s 
Gain 


Professor Albert Einstein, “citizen of the universe.” who 
last week, at the age of 61; also became a United States 
citizen, went to America soon after being expelled from 
Germany by the Nazis. He had long been the object of 
particular Nazi hatred, and a few days after the advent 
of Hitler to power, Einsteins property was seized. In 1934 
he was deprived of German Citizenship. Then the property 
of his two married daughters was also stolen.

But in the civilised world Professor Einstein became the 
symbol of persecuted German Jewry and human intellect, 
and the honours showered upon him were not only a 
personal tribute to the great exponent of relativity but were 
significant expressions of symypathy with all of Hitler's 
victims. 

In 1934 New Jersey invited him to make his permanent 
home there, and he was given a Chair at Princeton Univer- 
sity. Congressman Kenney, of New Jersey, introduced a

ship.” In the following year honorary degrees were 
conferred on him at Harvard University; and the Franklin 
Institute awarded him its much-prized medal as an “ out- 
standing scientist of the United States.”

Of Names and Naming

Only a month or two ago a survey which was made in 
Brooklyn, New York, in birth registers, showed that Biblical 
names have steadily given way to names made popular 
through literature, the stage, and the screen. As one report 
said, “ The survey revealed that Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, 
Benjamin, Solomon, and David have lost out to such names 
as Bernard, Herbert, Howard, Leonard, Harold, Martin, 
and Stanley for boys. Among the girls Sarah, Ida, Rebecca, 
Esther, Bertha, and Judith, once popular, have been re- 
placed by Shirley, Marie, Gloria, Joan, Grace, Sylvia, 
Doris, and Evelyn. 

Perhaps one is too punctilious in expecting borrowed 
nates to be pronounced properly, but | am afraid that 
names, just like languages themselves, seem to progress on 
their mistakes. America 1s no doubt responsible for the 
odd pronunciation of Irene as “ lreen,” but certainly most 
Jewish people in England who have given the name to their 
daughters--and their number is large—are  biissfully 
unaware of the classical number of syllables. [ts musical 
comedy association, however, must be well Known. Heaven 
knows what peculiar deviation we should get if the name 
Ariadne ever became popular! 

The name Shirley seems rather to have taken the fancy 
of Jewish mothers in recent times. . Professor Weekley. 
discussing this name, originally a surname, with reference 
to its English use, states that the vogue for it is chiefly due 
to Chariotte Bronté’s novel of 1849 It is flattering to 
believe that all the little Jewish Shirleys we now meet have 
achieved their name through the parents’ literary passions, 
but there is no doubt that the real source of the name in 
their case is simply Shirley Temple. Such names come 
under the “wishful” heading-—a subconscious, or even 
conscious, desire that the child will grow up to equal the 
talents or beauty of its namesake. 


Averting the Evil Eve 


It is not exactly to be classed as superstition, but that 
primitive feeling still plays a great part among Jews in the 
naming of children. The custom aniong other peoples of 
naming the son the same as the father is extremely -rare 
among Jews; an element of “ bad luck” is attached to it. 
arising probably from the fact that the Jewish custom, 
popular since post-Talmudic times, especially in connection 
with a grandfather, is to name a child after a deceased 
parent, grandparent, or other relative—the “ perpetuation "’ 
senor Such a superstition, carried here from Eastern 
surope, still extends to later life, and there is almost con- 
Sternation in many old-fashioned families if a son or a 
daughter becomes engaged to a young woman or young 
man whose first name is the same as that of the proposed 
mother-in-law or father-in-law. Insistence on a change of 
name is by no means unknown, to ward off the supposed 
evilecye! The same insistence on a change of name is still 
evident in some cases where people are. passing through a 


deadly iliness, as if to mislead the Angel of Death. This - 


custom (known in the Talmud a*® “meshanneh shem”) arises 
from the legend that the dread Angel summons people by 
name, and a change will baffle him. Such ideas are, how- 
ever, gradually dying out—and are not helped by the cold 
insistence of Somerset House on the sanctity of a-name 
registered on a birth certificate! : 

But it is odd to reflect that we Jews chase after “ modern ” 
first names to record on our birth certificates and use on 
our civil occasions—often with. incongruous results 
(although “ Murdoch Fishbaum ” could cock a snook with 
ease at a Puritan “ Kerenhappuch Richardson "—and yet 
for religious purposes we still maintain our old Hebrew 
names, and the Arthurs, Arnolds, Alberts, and Andrews 
_ be called up to the Reading of the Law as “Avraham

PROFESSOR EINSTEIN 
U.S. CITIZEN 


Germany’s Loss is America’s 
Gain 


Professor Albert Einstein, “citizen of the universe.” who 
last. week, at the age of 61; also became a United States 
citizen, went to America soon after being expelled from 
Germany by the Nazis. He had long been the object of 
particular Nazi hatred, and a few days after the advent 
of Hitler to power, Einsteins property was seized. In 1934 
he was deprived of German Citizenship. Then the property 
of his two married daughtérs was also stolen. 


But in the civilised world Professor Einstein became the 
symbol of persecuted German Jewry and human intellect, 
and the honours showered upon him were not only a 
personal tribute to the great exponent of relativity but were 
significant expressions of sympathy with all of Hitler's 
victims. 

In 1934 New Jersey invited him to make his permanent 


home there, and he was given a Chair at Princeton Univer- . 


sity. Congressman Kenney, of New Jersey, introduced a 
resolution into Congress to admit Professor Einstein “uncon- 
ditionaily to the character and privileges of U.S. citizen- 
ship.” In the following year honorary degrees were 
conferred on him at Harvard University; and the Franklin 
Institute awarded him its much-prized medal as an “ out- 
standing scientist of. the United States.” Many European 
universities also honoured him.

JEWISH RIGHTS IN 
POST-WAR EUROPE 


Mr. Greenwood’s Message 


What ts described as the first official British declaration 
regarding the position of the Jews in Europe after the war 
was revealed last week at a meeting of the Executive of the 
World Jewish Congress in New York. 

It was in the form of a letter from Mr. Arthur Greenwood, 
who is a member of the War Cabinet, to the Rev. M. L. 
Perizweig, head of the British section of the Congress. 
It reads: 

Your. visit to the United States to consult with your col- 
leagucs of the Executive of the World Jewish Congress gives 
me an opportunity of sending them through you a message of 
encouragement and warm good wishes. 

The tragic fate of the Jewish victims ef Nazi tyranny has, 
as you know, filled us with a deep emotion. The speeches 
of responsible British statesmen in Parliament and at the League 
of Nations during the past seven years have reflected the 
horror with which the people of this country have viewed the 
Nazi relapse into barbarism. The British Government sought 
again and again to secure some amelioration of the lot of 
persecuted Jewry both in Germany itself and in the countries 
which were infected by the Nazi doctrine of racial hatred. 


“A Real Opportunity ” 


To-day, Mr. Greetwood continued, the same sinister power 
which has trampled on tis. own defenceless minorities, and by 
fraud and force has temporarily robbed many small peoples 
of their independence, has challenged the last stronghold of 
liberty in Europe. When we have achieved victory, as we 
assurediy shall, the nations will have the opportutity of estab- 
lishing a new world order based on the weals of justice and 
peace In such a world ft ts our confident hope that the 
conscience of civilised humanity would demand that the wrongs 
suffered by the Jewish people in so many countries should be 
righted. 

In the rebuilding of civilised society after the war, there 
should, and will, be a real opportunity for Jews everywhere 
to make a distinctive and constructive contribution: and all 
men of good will must assuredly hope that in the new Europe 
the Jewish people, in whatever country they may live, will 


: have freedom and fall equality before the law with every other 


citizen. 

Mr. Perizweig informed a press conference that he had 
also received assurances from General de Gaulte that Jewish 
rights will be restored in full in France after the war.

Why Jewess Was Refused 
‘ A JUNIOR OFFICIAL’S ERROR 


A JewtsH CHRONICLE representative writes: 

in Tue Jewisn Curonicie of August 30, a correspondent, 
Dr. F. J. Netki, quoted the following letter which he had 
received from the Century Insurance Company: 

Referring to your letter of yesterday's date addressed 
to Mr. Richardson and to my representative's telephonic 
conversation with you to-day | confirm that owing to the 
fact that Mrs. Simons is a Jewess, | am not in a position 
to offer her insurance. | am accordingly not sending 
her the proposal as requested by you and understand that 
this is in order.—Yours faithfully, pp. C. E. Sutcliffe, 
Manager. 

The Manager of the Fire Department of the Company ts 
Mr. H. S. Daniel, who has made a full and frank statement 
to me im connection with the matter. 

in actual fact, Mr. Daniel said, the proposal in question was 
for fire insurance. It would be appreciated, he went on, that 
for other than life assurance it was essential that the insurance 
companies should be perfectly satisfied with the bona fides of 
the would-be insured Inquiries are; therefore, always made 
irrespective of the religion of the proponent. Now this par- 
ticular proposal came from a Jewess from the Continent, and 
it would not have been possible to make such inquiries. 
That being so. the company automatically declined the proposal. 

“ The mistake that was made by our West End office,” said 
Mr. Daniel. “ was this: i so happened that the West End 
manager and his chief clerk were away ill and the clerk con-

EAST END RAIDS 


Facilities Under Consideration 


From Mr. CYRIL J. ROSS (President) and Mr. EDWARD

To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—You have been reporting and commenting upon the 
plight of those unfortunate people who have been rendered 
homeless by the callously indiscrimimate Nazi air raids. In 
so iar as heiping them with food is concerned, the Jewish Com- 
munity might like to know that the possibilty of requisitioning 
the Soup Kitchen for this purpose has been under the con- 
pe of the local civic authorities and the Ministry of 

ood, 

Ihe main difficulty is that the Soup Kitchen, throughout its 
existence during the past 86 years, has always provided food 
to be consumed by the recipients and their families at their 
own homes, so that the structure of the Soup Kitchen does 
not readily lend itself for meals on the premises. The ‘facilities, 
however, for making hot soup in large quantities and, perhaps, 
feeding people on the premises in relays are there, and these 
facilities and other potentialities are being considered by the 
proper authorities. 

The Kitchen is, of course, prepared to give bread and un- 
cooked food for consumption off the premises to all truly 
im need. We are to-day actually giving food to some 400 
families {representing nearly 2,000 individuals) at each dis- 
tribution. As the Kitchen is now open throughout the year 
(and not, as in former years, for the winter only) the Com- 
munity will be interested to tearn that all our cases are investi- 
gated for us by the trained investigators of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians once every three months, and so, as far as 
reasonably possible, only those truly deserving are relieved. 

Our normal work thus goes on, and we are ready to shoulder 
the additional burden of giving food to other victims of Nazi 
ruthlessness; but we do hope, indeed we are sure, that the 
Community wilt share the responsibility with us and give us 
their financial support.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Acquiring a New Heart 


“Cast away from you all your transgressions, wherein 
you have transgressed; and make you a new heart and a 
new spirit; for why will you die, O house of Israel? "— 
Ezekiel, xvii, 31. 


T is only a Divinely inspired messenger that could have 

uttered the cry by which Ezekiel endeavoured to dispel 

his people’s illusion as to the manner in which Cod 
deals with the sinner and corrects the evildoer. The 
Prophet's exhortation was addressed to those who were 
afraid that in provoking God's anger they had invited 
death and disease. and that the Divine wrath, once kindled, 
would not be appeased except by prompt punishment and 
condign retribution meted out to the guilty and their 
offspring. ' Ezekiel’s message was intended to relieve the 
burden that oppressed the heart of the sinner, and to pro- 
vide him with a new hope and a new faith. “Cast away 
from you all your transgressions,” he cried, “and make 


you a new heart and a new spirit.’ This startling message 
made it clear that there was a way of escaping from evil. 
Sins could be thrown away. They could be shaken off 


like particles of dust, however long they might have adhered 
to a person, or filled the au he was breathing. But in order 
to prevent the impurities of long standing from having a 
damaging effect, or even to remove the consequences of 
injuries already sustained, “a new heart and a new spirit” 
must be acquired, This could only mean that the heart 
of the repentant sinner must be endowed with new strength, 
with a new resolve, with new fervour and zeal, and that 
his spirit must be roused to give his life a new direction, 
to set before him a new aim and a new ideal to pursue 
A new outlook must replace the old. 


THERE are times and occasions in every man’s life when 

he can acquire such a new outlook, when he can break 
completely with a degrading past and start life afresh, when 
he can make himself “a new heart and a new spirit,” and 
whenever he is ready to achieve such a purpose God 
Himself comes to his aid and enables him to reach hts 
goal. The Day of Atonement provides such an occasion. 
it recalls to us the Prophet's message and brings home to us 
its profound significance. On this day we are bidden to 
cast away from us our transgressions, to throw off our 
sins, and to begin life afresh, as if we had acquired a new 
heart and yieldéd to the promptings of a new spirit... Sons 
and daughters of Israel assembled in the House of Ged, or 
reflecting upon the message of the day in the privacy of 
their homes, are expected to examine their record; and to 
promise to replace all that is unworthy and sinful in it 
by nobler efforts and more gratifying achievements. And 
so we are all ready to shake ourselves tree on this day 
from the evil habits, wrong practices, false ambitions, and 
distorted conception of the task entrusted to us by our 
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Maker. But how are we to achieve this change? Merely by 
expressing a desire or making a promise? 


T° break away from a habit or an established practice 
is a difficult task, It becomes doubly difficult if we are 
persuaded that our way of living is essential for our com- 
fort, our security, our happiness. If therefore our sinful 
canduct has become part of our way of living, necessitated 
by conditions over which we have no control, can it be 
truthfully said that we can “ cast away our transgressions,” 
or shake off our sins, at will, and that we can transform 
our lives in one single day, however solemn and sacred that 
day may be? If we find that we cannot pursue our calling 
successfully without offending against the principles of 
truth, of justice, of honesty, what are we to do? If we 
find that observance of the injunctions of the Divine Law 
militates against the realisation of our ambitions and pre- 
vents us from reaching our goal, must we turn back and 
abandon all that we have been working and striving for’ 
Israel's ancient teachers had their answer ready, and it 
amounts to this: A life based on the violation of the Divine 
Laws and moral principles is not worth living: it is not 
a truly human life—it ts akin to death. If we knew that 
the continued pursuit of our calling on the accustomed lines 
would lead to death—-physical death-——-would we not 
abandon it? Then why not abandon it when we are assured 
that it means moral and spiritual death? Is there any 
material loss or sacrifice that would be too heavy a price 
to pay for our escape from such a fate? 


HE question may be asked: What do Israel's teachers 
tell us to do to enable us to escape such a fate? To pray 

to God and to ask Him to pardon our sins-—such as are 
enumerated in the printed pages of our Prayer-Book? 
This, surely, is easy, and on Yom Kippur we do it all day 
long. Does tt affect our actual conduct on the following 
days? We may as well expect the prescription of the 
physician who attends to our physical ills to affect 
its purpose if we hold the paper in front of us and read 
the words thereon over and over again, without ever par- 
taking of the drug prescribed or carrying out the mstruc- 
tions given. However ready we may be to confess our sins 
and offer prayers of repentance, the Prophet's cry still rings 
clearly and impressively: “Why will ye die, O house of 
Israci? ” And if we heed the warning, we must undergo 
a change of heart, and must. resolve to eliminate from our 
lives the transgressions we-are bidden to cast away. Hf 
necessary, we must decide to change our calling or vocation 
and to start again from. the beginning-——-just as so many of 
us are compelled in these trying times to start again from 
the beginning in our material pursuits because of the 
damage done by an outward enemy to our homes and 


possessions. “For I have no pleasure in the death of 
him that dieth, saith the Lord God: wherefore turn your- 
selves and live.” Yes, turn vourselves from evil with such 


firmness and consistency that you may secure life for 
yourselves and for the ‘whole house of Israel. Each one 
of us who prays for life on the Atonement Day can secure 
it for himself, and help to secure it for his community, 
in the manner prescribed by our ancient teachers. Let 
each one of us determine to “do that which is lawful and 
right" and he “shall save his soul alive.” He will also 
help to “save alive” the soul of Israel. ~

INDUSTRY SINCE THE WAR 
Sixty-two New Undertakings .. 
CREDIT INSTITUTIONS SUGGESTED 


Sixty-two new Jewish industrial undertakings were estab- 
lished in Palestine during the first year of the war, according 
to a statement by Dr Schmorak, head of the Jewish 
Agency's Trade and Industry Department. 

Speaking in Jerusalem, Dr. Schmorak said that since 1920, 
1,600 factories have been established in which £12,000,000 


have been invested and which are employing 30,000 


Jews. He estimated the production in these factories of 
goods to the value of £10,000,000 annually. 

Dr. Schmorak referred to the great potentialities of Jewish 
industry if only the requisite financial means could be 
obtained. He recommended the establishment of-a long- 
term industrial credit institution and ureed an allocation 
of 20 per cent. of the Agency’ budget for industrial 
purposes. 


IMPORTS MAINTAINED 
[From our Correspondent—J 


During the’ first half of 1940, foodstuffs (including 
tobacco) were imported into Palestine for the amount of 
£P2,034,000, compared with £P2,006.000 during the same 
period of last year, all for civilian consumption. Miltary 
stores were listed separately. Raw materials tmported were 
worth £P1,133,500, compared with £P690,800 inthe 
parallel! 1939 six months, while manufactured goods were 
£P4,288,500, against £P4,994,000. 


KVUTZATH HA*HUGIM 


Kvutzath Ha’hugim at Beth Ha’Shuttah has joined the 
Water Company for the Ain Harod area, and a piping 
installation joining the Keren Hayesod kKvutzah with the 
company's system has just been compiected. A _ reservoir 
to contain 4,000 cubic metres has been constructed. 

The kvutzah is growing: in June it had 315 members. 
Six stone houses with 24 rooms are under construction, 
while there are 55 tents. A mew dining hall was recently 
completed, and a refrigerated warehouse has been installed 
to store potatoes, of which 20 tons are now in stock. 


FUEL OTL FROM SOYA BEANS 


Possibilities for the large-scale manufacture of synthetic 
fuel oil for aeroplanes from soya beans have been revealed 


‘by Dr. Bliezer Volcany, Director of the Jewish Agency . 


Expermmental Station at Rehovoth. 

Dr. Volcany said that the experiments had reached the 
stage of practical utility, and that the Government was 
deeply interested in the process. 


HAIFA’S TENTH RAID 
A.A. Guns Win the Day 


During Haifa’s tenth air raid of the war last week, a 
squadron of Italian aeroplanes attempted vainly for 20 


minutes to hit objectives, but were foiled by imitense and . 


accurate anti-aircraft fire. Practically all the bombs fell 
in the sea or on waste land, and material damage was 
trifling. 10 persons were slightly injured. bgt 

Claims that tank installations at Haifa were “ again hit, 
and that repair work on the oil pipe-line, necessitated by 
previous attacks, was again destroyéd, are made on the 
German official wireless. It is also alleged that a railway 
repair shop, “the largest in Palestine,” suffered damage, 
as did the port and storage depots. 

An official British communiqué issued in Cairo states: 
“One Italian bomber with crew of five was damaged by 
anti-aircraft fire, and it subsequently made a forced landing 
in Syria.” 

The Rome newspaper Ii Messacero asserts that in the 
course of the first nine attacks on Haifa 700 people have 
been killed, 84 oi] tanks destroyed, and submarine depots 
hit. 

MUTUAL INSURANCE FOR WAR DAMAGE 


Three new insurance companies are now advertising their 
acceptance of war damage risks, especially as a result of 
air bombardment. The basis of their constitution is mutual 
liability, ie. that the insured take all the risks involved 
among themselves. 

The names of the companies are “ Tehar,” “ Maoz,” and 
“War Damage Pund Society.” One has adopted the system 
of no premiums but joint liability among its members for 
the payment of all compensation for war damage to 
property.

“The Jewish Community is hardly aware of the struggle 
and achievements of their younger generation which is 
fighting its way to a better and richer future..

THE NEW HOME SECRETARY 


Mr. Morrison’s Liberal Outlook 


FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE 
UNLIKELY 


The replacement of Sir John Anderson at the Home 
Office by Mr. Herbert Morrison, which was primarily due 
to the need for a more vigorous handling of the shelter 
problem, may also have an effect on the treatment of 
refugees. While no complete reversal of the Chamberlain- 


_ Anderson policy of wholesale internment is to be expecied, 


Mr. Morrison’s presence at the Home Office will, it is 
believed, result in an extension of the categories for exemp- 
tion and a more liberal interpretation of the existing condi- 
tions for release. 

While Minister of Supply, Mr. Morrison had the oppor- 
tunity of learning at first hand the nature of the contribu- 
tion of the refugees to Britain’s war effort, and his Depart- 
ment frequently intervened to secure the reicase of internecs 
whose work was of value to the country. 

Sir John Anderson, who replaces Mr. Chamberlain as 
Lord President of the Council, is, however, likely to take 
over the Chairmanship of the Committees over which Mr. 
Chamberlain previously presided, and one of these is the 
Sub-Committee which decides on refugee policy. 

Commenting on the appointment, the New. STATESMAN 
AND NaTION says that “in so far as any man can undo 
the incalculable evil done by Sir John Anderson in his 
treatment of our refugee allies and in bis -neevlect of an 
honest shelter policy, Mr. Morrison would seem to be the 
man to put in charge.” 


‘Forgotten Men 


’* A month ago, before air raids monopolised attention,” 
writes the New Sraresman, “ the public, the Press, and some 
M.P.s had just awakened to the scandal of our treatment of 
refugees. important changes were promised. But newspaper 
space is scarce and, Parliament rarely meets, and, with a relaxa- 
tion of pressure on the authorities, the hopes of hapless 
internees are visibly waning. The rhythm of releases has 
slowed down, now that the more serious cascs of sickness have 
been dealt with, and the new categories of relcase foreshadowed 
by Mr. Peake three weeks ago have still not materialiced. 

“ The most alarming thing is that along with these past mis- 
takes the fundamental issue of the whole refugee problem is 
being forgotten,” continues the New Sraresman. The journal 
goes on to quote the letter from the Prime Mimister to Mr. 
Nathan Laski (publiched in Tue Jewtsn Curonicie of Septem- 
ber 13) in which Mr. Churchill, while admitting that “a policy 
of wholesale internment must cause hardship, injustices, and 
economic waste ... is afraid that there can be no question 
of releasing persons of enemy nationality because they have 
lived here a tong time or have shown no sign of disloyalty or 
lack of sympathy with the Allied cause.” 

“ The implications of this letter,” says the New SraTesMan, 
“take us to the root both of this and of a much wider prob- 
lem. The infernees are to remain in the camps, not because 
of their political views, but because of their nationality. The 
Government's attitude to refugees is thus a test of much more 
than its humanity and common sense: it is a test of its whon 
conception of why and against whom the war is being fought.” 


CANADIAN RESENTMENT 
Wholesale Deportations Not Expected 


“It would be a great mistake,” says the Spectator, dis- 
cussing the treatment of alicn refugees, “to think that with 
the appointment of one or two committees and the issue 
of a statement adding to the grounds for appeals for release 


. a sudden improvement has sect in. There are few signs 


of any improvement at all. Case after case comes to my 
personal notice of men whose continued internment or 
deportation overseas is an indefensible outrage. 

And with regard to deportation,” the SpscraTor con- 
tinues, “ there is an aspect of the question of which too little 
has been heard. When Canada agreed to take prisoners 
of war from Britain she did not agree, or expect, to receive 
internees who had been arrested wholesale and were being 
treated like prisoners of war. A private letter that has 
reached me this week from a very representative Canadian 
speaks of the serious mishandling of the problem, and the 
resentment it has caused and is causing in the Dominivn. 
That feeling cannot safely be disregarded.”

AGUDISTS REACH AUSTRALIA 


From Huyton to Sydney 


The Executive of the Agudist World Organisation has 
received cable advice of the safe arrival in Sydney of the 
group of 70 orthodox young men who volunteered to leave 
the Huyton Camp for Australia. 

The Commander of the camp had received instructions 
from the Home Office for the immediate transport of a 
number of the internees. In order to obviate the necessity 
of married or sick men leaving the carp, 70 young Agudists 
from Vienna volunteered to go on condition that they were 
allowed to travel together, and to settle together abroad. 
The authorities gave their approval to this suggestion. 

The Agudas Isracl and the Chief Rabbi's Religious 
Emergency Council supplied the group with kasher food, 
a Sefer Torah, prayer-books, ctc.. and the ecclesiastical 
authorities of Australia have cabled that they will care 
for the religious requirements of these and other internees. 


120 women interned im the Isle of Man have travelled by 
special train for a reunion with their husbands interned in 
Douglas. It was their first meeting since their arrest. Two 
previous -mectings of intermees’ wives and husbands have 
occurred previously. 

The Minister of Aircraft Production announces, among other 


gifts for the purchase of aircraft, the receipt of £3 3s. from 
German-Jewish refugees of Finchley. 


BINOCULARS WANTED 


Helping the Country's War Effort 


The Ministry of Supply has made appeals to private 
individuals for binoculars for use by the Forces, and although 
there has been a good response to the appeal, there is still 
a shortage of these useful instruments. They-are needed for 
help in the country’s war cflort. 

The Trades Advisory Council of the BOard of Deputics has 
had some conversations with Sir Frank Smith, of the Ministry 
of Supply, who has stated that there are probably many people 
owning suitable binoculars but who have not scen previous 
appeals. The Trades Advisory Council therefore appeals to 
Jewish business men and sportsmen who may possess binocu- 
lars to offer them to the country. A decision on the suitability 
of glasses submitted and details of where they should be sent 
will be given giadly by the Council (whose office is at 16, 
St. Helen's Piace, London, E.C.3).

INDUSTRY SINCE THE WAR 
Sixty-two New Undertakings. 
CREDIT INSTITUTIONS SUGGESIED 


Sixty-two new Jewish industrial undertakings were estab- 
lished in Palestine during the first year of the war, according 
to a statement by Dr Schmorak, head of the Jewish 
Agency's Trade and Industry Department. 

Speaking in Jerusalem, Dr. Schmorak said that since 1920, 
1,600 factories have been established in which £12,000,000 
have been invested and which are employing 30,000 
Jews. He estimated the production in these factories of 
goods to the value of £10,000,000 annually. 

Dr. Schmorak referred to the great potentialities of Jewish 
industry if only the requisite financial means .could be 
obtained. He recommended the establishment of a long- 
term industrial credit institution and urged an allocation 
of 20 per cent. of the Agency's budget for industrial 
purposes. 


IMPORTS MAINTAINED

During the first. half of 1940, foodstuffs (including 


tobacco) were imported into Palestine for the amount of 
£P2,034,000, compared with £P2,006,000 during the same 
period of last year, all for civilian consumption. Military 
stores were listed separately. Raw materials imported were 
worth £P1,133,500, compared with £P690,800 inthe 
parallel 1939 six months, while manufactured goods were 
£P4,288,500, against £P4,994,000. 


KVUTZATH HA*’HUGIM 


Kvutzath Ha’hugim at Beth Ha’Shuttah has joined the 
Water Company for the Ain Harod area, and a piping 
installation joing’ the Keren Hayesod kvutzah with the 
company's system has just been completed. A _ reservoir 
to contain 4,000 cubic metres has been constructed. 

The kvutzah is growing; in June it had 315 members. 
Six stone houses with 24 rooms are under construction, 
while there are 55 tents. A new dining hall was recently 
completed, and a refrigerated warchouse has been installed 
to: store potatoes, of which 20 tons are now in stock. 


FUEL OIL FROM SOYA BEANS 


Possibilities for the large-scale manufacture of synthetic 
fuel oil for aeroplanes from saya beans have been revealed 
by Dr. Eliezer Volcany, Director of the Jewish Agency 
Experimental Station at Rehovoth. 

Dr. Volcany said that the experiments had reached the 
stage of practical utility, and that the Government was 
deeply interested in the process. 


HAIFA’S TENTH RAID 
A.A. Guns Win the Day 


During Haifa’s tenth air raid of the war last week, a 
squadron of Italian aeroplanes \ttempted vainly for 20 


minutes to hit objectives, but were foiled by intense and . 


accurate anti-aircraft fire. Practically all the bombs fell 
in the sea or on waste land, and material damage was 
trifling. 10 persons were slightly injured. re 

Claims that tank installations at Haifa were ~ again hat, 
and that repair work on the oil pipe-line, necessitated by 
previous attacks, was again destroyed, are made on the 
German official wireless. It is also alleged that a railway 
repair shop, “the largest in Palestine,” suffered damage, 
as did the port and storage depots. 

An official British communiqué issued in Cairo states: 
“One Halian bomber with crew of five was damaged by 
anti-aircraft fire, and it subsequently made a forced landing 
in Syria.” 

The Rome newspaper It. Messacero asserts that in the 
course of the first nine attacks on Haifa 700 people have 
been killed, 84 oil tanks destroyed, and submarine depots 
hit. 

MUTUAL INSURANCE FOR WAR DAMAGE 


Three new insurance companies are now advertising their 
acceptance of war damage risks, especially as a result of 
air bombardment. The basis of their constitution is mutual 
liability, ic. that the insured take all the risks involved 
among themselves. 

The names of the companies are “ Tehar,” “ Maoz,” and 
“War Damage Fund Society.” One has adopted the system 
of no premiums but joint liability. among its members for 
the payment of all compensation for war damage to 
property.

MAKING YOUNG ZIONISTS 


“ The Jewish Community is hardly aware of the struggle 
and achievements of their younger generation which is 
fighting its way to a better and richer future..

In these terms, the editor of the “ Jewish Youth Review,” 
which is a report of the last three months’ activities of the 
Jewish Youth Institute (67, Great Russell Strect, W.C.1) and 
its constituent bodies, explains in part the report's appearance.

THE NEW HOME SECRETARY 


Mr. Morrison’s Liberal Outlook 


FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE 
UNLIKELY 


The replacement of Sir John Anderson at the Home 
Office by Mr. Herbert Morrison, which was primarily due 
to the need for a more vigorous handling of the shelter 
problem, may also have an effect on the treatment of 
refugees. While no complete reversal of the Chamberlain- 
Anderson policy of wholesale internment is to be expected, 
Mr. Morrison's presence at the Home Office will, it is 
believed, result in an extension of the categories for exemp- 
tion and a more liberal interpretation of the cxisting condi- 
tions for release. 

While Minister of Supply, Mr. Morrison had the oppor- 
tunity of learning at first hand the nature of the contribu- 
tion of the refugees to Britain’s war effort, and his Depart- 
ment frequently imtervened to secure the release of internees 
whose work was of value to the country. 

Sir John Anderson, who replaces. Mr. Chamberlain as 
Lord President of the Ceuncil, ts, however, likely to take 
over the Chairmanship of the Committees over which Mr. 
Chamberlain previously presided, and one of these is the 
Sub-Committee which decides on refugee policy. | 

Commenting on the appointment, the New STATESMAN 
AND NaTIiON says that “in so far as any man can undo 
the incalculable evil done by Sir John Anderson in his 
treatment of our refugee allies and in bis neelect of an 
honest shelter policy, Mr. Morrison would seem to be the 
man to put in charge.” 


Forgotten Men 


“A month ago, before air raids monopolised attention,” 
writes the New Sraresman, “ the public, the Press, and some 
M.P.s had just awakened to the scandal] of our treatment of 
refugees. important changes were promised. But newspaper 
space is scarce and Parliament rarely meets, and, with a relaxa- 
tion of pressure on the authorities, the hopes of hapless 
internees are visibly waning. The rhythm of releases has 
slowed down, now that the more serious cases of sickness have 
been dealt with, and the new categories of release foreshadowed 
by Mr. Peake three weeks ago have still not materiali-ed. 

“ The most alarming thing is that along with these past mis- 
takes the fundamental issue of the whole refugee problem is 
being forgotten,” continues the New Sratresman. The journal 
goes on to quote the letter from the Prime Minister to Mr. 
Nathan Laski (publiched in Tue JewtsH Curonicie of Septem- 
ber 13) in which Mr. Churchill, while admitting that “a policy 
of wholesale interament must cause hardship, injustices, and 
economic waste ...is afraid that there can be no question 
of releasing persons of enemy nationality because they have 
lived here a long time or have shown no sign of disloyalty or 
lack of sympathy with the Allied cause.” 

“ The implications of this letter,” says the New SraresMan, 
“take us to the root both of this and of a much wider prob- 
lem. The internces are to remain in the camps. not because 
of their political views, but because of their nationality. The 
Government's attitude to refugees is thus a test of much more 
than its humanity and common sense: it is a test of its whole 
conception of why and against whom the war is being fought.” 


CANADIAN RESENTMENT 
Wholesale Deportations Not Expected 


“It would be a great mistake,” says the SpecTraTor, dis- 
cussing the treatment of alien refugees, “to think that with 
the appointment of one or two committees and the issue 
of a statement adding to the grounds for appeals for release 
._ a sudden improvement has set in. There are few signs 
of any improvement at all. Case after case comes to my 
personal notice of men whose continued internment or 
de tion overseas is an indefensible outrage. 

And with regard to deportation,” the SrecraTor con- 
tinues, “ there is an aspect of the question of which too little 
has been heard. When Canada agreed to take prisoners 
of war from Britain she did not agree, or expect, to receive. 
internees who had been arrested wholesale and were being 
treated like prisoners of war. A private letter that has 
reached me this week from a very representative Canadian 
speaks of the serious mishandling of the problem, and the 
resentment it has caused and is causing in the Dominion. 
That feeling cannot safely be disregarded.”

AGUDISTS REACH AUSTRALIA 
From Hayton to Sydney 


The Executive of the Agudist World Organisation has 
received cable advice of the safe arrival in Sydney of the 
group of 70 orthodox young men who volunteered to leave 
the Huyton Camp for Australia. 

The Commander of the camp had received instructions 
from the Home Office for the immediate transport of a 
number of the internees. In order to obviate the necessity 
of married or sick men leaving the carop, 70 young Agudists 
from Vienna volunteered to go on condition that they were 
allowed to travel together, and to settle together abroad. 
The authorities gave their approval to this suggestion. 

The Agudas Israel and the Chief Rabbi's Religious 
Emergency Council supplied the group with kasher food, 
a Sefer Torah, prayer-books, ctc.. and the ecclesiastical 
authorities of Australia have cabled that they will care 
for the religious requirements of these and other internees. 


120 women interned in the Isle of Man have travelled by 
special train for a reunion with their husbands interned in 
Douglas.

The Trades Advisory Council of the BOard of Deputies has 
had some conversations with Sir Frank Smith, of the Ministry 
of Supply, who has stated that there are probably many people 
ownmg suitable binoculars but who have not seen previous 
appeals. The Trades Advisory Council therefore appeals to 
Jewish business men and sportsmen who may possess binocu- 
lars to offer them to the country.

FRANCE’S FIRST JEW-LAW 
Vichy Approves Final Draft 


The final draft of a Jew-law-—the first in France's 
history—-has been completed by the Vichy Government. 

French-born Jews who have served with the armed forces 
will receive the same treatment as other Frenchmen, but 
newly-arrived Jewish immigrants from other countries will 
be barred from the professions and will be subject to other 
disabilities. The Nazi-controlled Paris radio, commenting 
on the law, welcomes it as “a step in the right direction.” 

According to a Lisbon message, the Vichy Government 
is framing a law for the revision of all naturalisation 
documents granted since 1927, when the procedure for 
becoming a French citizen was considerably simplified. The 
new measure will hit large numbers of Jews, especially those 
from Poland and the Third Reich. 

In the occupied zone, an anti-Jewish decree is already in 
force. It provides for the registration by October 20 of all 
persons. who are Jews by race or religion, and all Rabbis 
must furnish the German authorities with complete lists 
of their Congregations. Jews who fled before the approach- 
ing Germany Army are forbidden to return to their homes. 


“FREE JEWS IN A FREE

Dr. Benes’s Plans

On the occasion of Rosh Hashana, the Czech Prime 
Minister, M. Sramek, has issued a statement recalling 
the terrible fate of the Jews driven from Czechoslovakia, 
and adding: “ A considerable part of them are now fighting 
in our army, and I wish for them and their brothers .. . 
that this New Year and the future New Years on which 
they enter may give them back a secure and peaceful home.

NAZI RULE IN THE BALKANS — 


Iron Guard “ Vengeance” on Jews 


The Nazis, tightening their grip on the Balkans, are per- 
sistently goading on their satellite Governments to take 
new action against the Jews. 

Despite the promises of protection made to the Rumanian 
Jews by the Dictator, General Antonescu, the Nazi-con- 
trolled Iron Guard has succeeded in securing the arrest of 
large numbers of Jews in Bucharest and other towns. Those 
arrested include many members of municipal councils, 
journalists, industrialists, and merchants, They are accused 
of pro-British and anti-Nazi activities, and of Opposition 
to the Iron Guard. The Iron Guard partisans openly pro- 
claim their intention of “revenging™ themselves on the 
Jews for the death of their leader Codreanu. | 

Jews who entered Rumania “ illegally” in the tast five 
vears must leave within the next two months or be interned 
in concentration camps. Jewish doctors may in future treat 
only Jewish patients, and Jewish journalists have been 
excluded from the Rumanian Journalists’ Union. 

It is reported from Belgrade that under a new decree 
the Yugoslav Government will appoint State Commussars 
for Jewish businesses and those with a majority of Jewish 
capital. Jews are forbidden to take part in the trade in 
foodstuffs. The recent decree forbidding the participation 
of Jews in the theatrical, cinema, or radio world, and res- 
tricting their enrolment at schools and universities, has new 
become operative. 


Nazi Merger in Hungary 


In Hungary, a new bill regulating the representation of 
religions in the Hungarian Upper House abolishes Jewish 
representation. 

Fresh anti-Jewish activity is foreshadowed by the union 
of the Magyar National Socialist Party and the pro-Nazi 
Arrow Cross organisation. It is expected that the united 
body will be led by Major Szalasi, the notorious anti- 
Semitic agitator, who was ‘recently released from prison 
after serving a part of his sentence for anti-Government 
activity. 

A number of Jewish industrialists and businessmen have 
been arrested in. Bulgaria, according to a Nazi broadcast, 
for “ Masonic activity.” 


GERMAN JEWRY’S YEAR OF 
ANGUISH 


Bitter War-Time Sufferings 


Beset by a host of war-time restrictions aimed especially 
at them, the Jews in Germany are desperately trying to 
escape from the country. So far this year more than 
12.000 have succeeded in leaving Nazi-controlled territory. 
The Nazis allow only those Jews above the age of 45 to 
leave. They can travel via Russia to the U.S.A. and Central 
and South America provided they have entry visas and their 
passages are booked. | 

When Hitler came to power there were about 500,000 
Jews in Germany, but mass emigration and penal laws 
reduced this figure to 200,000. It was raised to 600,000 
by the addition of 400,000 impoverished Jews in the 
annexed Polish territory. 

Under recent restrictions, Jews in Germany receive only — 
half the normal coal ration; they are not allowed ration 
cards for clothes, and can obtain only millboard for 
resoling their shoes. 


Slow Starvation 


The New York journal “P.M.” says that the Jews can 
only “stay in their rooms and slowly starve, or become 
ill from insufficient food and heat.” Twenty-five thousand 
Jews, it is added, are still in concentration camps. 

Jews are refused adequate air raid protection and are 
prevented from evacuating the old and infirm. In one 
Berlin apartment building, according to a Dairy TELEGRAPH 
AND MORNING POST report, the Jewish tenants are forced 
to sit on the first-floor landing during raids, while “Aryan” 
tenants go to the relative safety of the cellar. In another 
building the warden fitted out three different sections in 
~ cellar, one for “ Aryans,” one for dogs, and one for 
ews, 

The only factor tending to relieve the Jewish position 
is the shortage of labour, which allows some opportunity 
of employment. Most of the Jews work as manual 
labourers, but some have actually found employment in 
such important concerns as the Siemens electrical works 
near Berlin. 


VIENNA’S SURVIVING JEWS 
Only 45,000 Remain 


Before the Anschluss, in 1938, there were 176,000 Jews in 
Vienna. On September 1, 1939 (the day on which Hitler 


marched into Poland) there were 58.754 Jews left in the 


Austrian capital, or almost one-third of the Jewish popula- 
tion of pre-Anschluss days. 

In the course of the past year approximately another 
5,000 Jews have managed to escape from Vienna to other 
countries, and about 8,000 have died, mainiy through 
starvation and disease, and ill-treatment at the hands of the 
Nazis. The remaining 45,000, forced to live in congested 
homes under insanitary conditions, suffer pitiably from 
nervous diseases and insomnia, and the local Rothschild 
Jewish Hospital has to deal daily with huge numbers of 
cases. And now it is reported that the new Nazi adminis- 
trator of Vienna, Baldur von Sehirach, is planning to con- 
fiscate the hospital. Schirach is a close friend of Julius 
Streicher. 

The Jewish Communal Board in Berlin did not arrange the 
usual services during the High Festivals in temporary places 
of worship. Their decision was due to fears that the Nazis 
would utilise the congregation of Jews in places of worship 
for attacks on them, or for spreading libels against them in

THE SPIRIT OF HOLLAND 
Nazis Threaten the “ Pro-Jews” 


The failure of the Nazi anti-Jewish propaganda in 
Holland and of Hitler's efforts to curb the spirit of the 
Dutch people is well illustrated by the most recent 
demonstration of Dutch sympathy with the Jews 

Among the latest acts of the Nazi Governor-General, 
Dr. Seyss-Inquart, was the appointment of hordes of spies 
to report to the Gestapo on all Jewish activities, Those 
spies, in their zeal, informed the one that Jews in the 

ague had given shelter to two British airmen forced to 
land in Holland, Dr. Seyss-Inquart, without further 
inquiry, imposed a fine of 50,000 guilders on the entire 
Hague Jewish Community, to be paid within six hours. 
But when the news of the Governor-General’s action 
became public, a number of influential Dutchmen formed 
a committee with the object of raising the 50,000 guilders 
on behalf of the impoverished Jews, and although they had 
to work in secrecy, succeeded in obtaining the necessary 
sum within a few days. 

Less spectacular demonstrations of sympathy- with the 
Jews are frequent, and the Nazi authorities are fully aware 
that the Dutch, in their desire to annoy the imvaders, 
fraternise with the Jews. Threats to punish all “ pro- 
Jews”. are frequent, and, acting on official instructions, 
the Dufch Nazi leader, Mussert, has also issued an appeal 
to the Dutch people to refrain from showing friendship to 
Jews, and warning them that any attempt to pursue a “ pro- 
Jewish” policy may lead to serious Nazi reprisals against 
the entire population. 


“CHIEF RABBIS NEW YEAR 
MESSAGE ” 


Fantastic Axis Radio Versions 


The Chief Rabbi issued, as’ readers of this paper will 
recall, a New Year message in which he summed up the 
position of the Jews in the present struggle. His message 
was immediately seized upon by the Nazis and Fascists, and 
this is how they reported it in wireless broadcasts: 

Rome, September 25. 

An interesting statement has been made by the Chief Rabbi 
of England, which gives the hie to the British statement that 
Britain is fighting for civilisation. Dr. Hertz says Britain is 
not fighting for any ideal, but to defend her existence and to 
triumph over the totalMarian countries. The spirit which 
animates the British people, continues the Rabbi, is the Hebrew 
spirit, and Britain's war is the punishment of those states 
which have eliminated the Jews. 

The Nazis went one better: 

Germany, September 25 ; 

The Chief Rabbi of the Jews in England, Dr. Hertz, issued, 
in connection with the Jewish New Year, a message full of 
satanic hatred of National Socialism. He declared his solidarity 
with the English war criminals in London. He said one of the 
British war aims should be the reconstruction of Jewish life. 
The Chief Rabbi issued this message a few days after the 
British King, who, at the same time, is King of Judea, had 
against National Socialism equally dictated by 

Actually, the Chief Rabbi said nothing at all about the 
“ Hebrew spirit animating the British people,” nor did he 
state that the reconstruction of Jewish life was one of 
Britain’s war aims. As for Britain’s “ not fighting for any 
ideal,” what the Chief Rabbi really said was: “A spirit of 
ardent faith and unconqguerable hope animates the souls 
of the men and women of this country in the stand against 
the heathen rage of the Nazi rulers. Britain is fighting for 


-her very existence: and on her triumphant victory over 


totalitarian barbarism depends the whole cause of Human 
Freedom.” And what could be more idealist than a fight 
for freedom against barbarism and heathenism? 


FRANCE.—Reporis reaching New York say that M. Mandel, 
the former French Minister of the Interior who was tried at 
Meknes, Morocco, on charges as pene with a foreign power 
against France, has been acquitted. M. Mandel has since been 


‘taken to France from Meknes, and is expected to figure in the 


war-guilt trials at Riom. 

It is stated that an immigration visa for Mexico has been 
granted to Lion Feuchtwanger, the famous novelist and author 
of “ Jew Suss,” whose amazing escape from an internment 
camp in France was reported this week. Herr Feuchtwanger, 
now in New York, was helped in his escape by Americans 
who provided him with clothes and shelter. (‘ Chronicler ™ in 
“ Incidentally” in this issue speaks of Feuchtwanger in England.) 

Prominent Jews recently arrested include M. Grumbach, a 


leading Socialist and a former French delegate to the League 


of Nations; and M. Jules Moch, Minister of Public Works 
in the Blum Cabinet of 1938. 


ALSACE-LORRAINE IS “JEW-FREE” 
Nazis Drive Out 20,000 


The Jewish Consistory in Vichy has published informa- 
tion about the fate of the Jews in Alsace and Lorraine, 
the two French provinces annexed by Germany 

Of the 35,000 Jews in the provinces, 15,000, who were in 
the front line (these include the Jews of Strasbourg), were 
evacuated at the beginning of the war. Recently, the 
Nazis organised a pogrom in Mulhouse, which resulted 
in great damage to Jewish property. But the Nazi censor- 
ship refused to allow the public to learn the full extent 
of the destruction. It is known, however, that the pogrom 
was Organised with customary Nazi thoroughness, and was 
a most brutal affair. The pogrom was then used by the 
Nazis as an excuse for an order for the expulsion of the 
remaining 20,000 Jews of Alsace and Lorraine on the 
ground that the population was opposed to their presence. 
Practically all their belongings were confiscated. and the 
exiles were allowed only sufficient money to reach the 
Lyons district, in the ungccupied zone. From there, the 
pauperised exiles have sent an appeal to American Jewry 
to help them in their great distress. 

The local Nazi Press has meanwhile raised an outcry 


that many French democrats, particularly priests, in the. 


two. provinces have taken care of property left behind by 
Jewish friends in order to prevent it from falling into 
Nazi hands. 


POLISH-JEWISH RELATIONS 
How Confidence Has Been Weakened 
THE FRUITS OF DISTRUST 


From Dr. D. MOWSHOWITZ 


To the Editor of THe JewisH. CHRONICLE 


Jewisn Cwronicte lately devoted some attention 
to Polish-Jewish relations, one of the recent occasions being 
the appearance in London of a new Polish newspaper with 
a somewhat anti-Jewish undertone in some of its contributions 
and the alleged support given to the paper by the Polish 
Government. The paper—Jesrem Potakiem—is the organ of 
the group of National Democrats, whose founder and first 
leader was Roman Dmowski—the notorious organiser of the 
anti-Jewish boycott in the old Tsarist days, the founder of the 
cheap anti-Semitic Press in Poland, and for many years the 
chief protagonist of the anti-Semitic movement in that country. 

To the last days of. the existence of the Polish Republic under 
the Smigly-Rdyz and Beck Government, that Party, and 
especially its offshoot of young “ radicals,” was allowed con- 
siderable latitude, and it is only natural that among the large 
number of Polish refugees, first in France and subsequently in 
this country, there should also be members of that group, 
which was well represented among the intellectuals and in the 
army. 

The present Polish Government which has arisen after the 
collapse of the Republic has recognised the responsibility of 
the old Government for the ruin of Poland, and has repudiated 
most of the principles on which the Beck Government ruled 
the country for so Many years. — 

Although we have noted with satisfaction the order given 


by General Sikorski to the Polish troops in England, it is only 
with regard to the Jews that this repudiation does not appear 


to be quite so definite as in other spheres of the life of the 
Polish nation, and it is this reluctance of the present Govern- 
ment to state clearly where it stands with regard to the posi- 
tion of the Jews in the restored Poland that makes so many 
people uncertain of the Government's intentions. 

Owing to this uncertainty the appearance in Jestem 
Potaktem of two notes signed by members of the Government 
was interpreted by your correspondents recently as pointing 
to the existence of anti-Semitic tendencies in the Government 
as a whole and aroused a good deal of uneasiness in the 
Jewish Community, which, having found in the new Poland 
an ally of Britain, was prepared to give every support to the 
progressive forces working for re-establishmefht of justice and 
freedom in that country. 

It seems to me that the conclusions of your correspondents 
were somewhat hasty and far-fetched, especially. as one of them 
seems to have misread the word “ anti-niemecki”™ (anti- 
German) as “ anti-semicki” {anti-Jewish). The note by one 
member of the Government, M. Marian Seyda, expressed the 
hope of the restoration of Poland, and appeaied to the young 
extremists of Jestem PoLaKiem to subordinate all their work 
and their energy to that aim, There was not a syllable of 
anti-Semitism in it, and there was nothing in the whole note 
to which even a liberal-minded Polish patriot or any friend 
of Poland could take exception. Another member of the 
Government-—General Haller—contributed his reminiscences 
on the campaign for saving Warsaw from the attack of the 


Russian armies during the Russo-Polish War 20 years ago. 
It had nothing to do with the Jewish question. Beyond these 
two notes there was nothing in Jestem Potaktem to show 
that the Polish Government has any part in or has given any 
support to such petty displays of anti-Semitism as have appeared 
in the paper. 

On the other hand, the article in Dzennrk Powsx: (No. 36) 
does not defend Jestem Potakitem but defends in moderate 
and restrained language the Polish Government against the 
“ unexpected attack of Tue CHRONICLE. 

No one, except English Fascists, would have taken any 
notice of the National Democrats in this country, if the wide- 
spread uneasiness in the Jewish Community and the Jewish 
Press had not been fed by the silence of the Polish Govern- 
ment on its Jewish policy and by a few minor anti-Jewish 
incidents among the Poles 

Perhaps we in England do not appreciate fully all the diffi- 
culties of a Provisional Government in a foreign country 
anxious to. keep in contact with various currents of opinion 
among its own people. We should also understand that the 
Jewish problem in Poland is somewhat complicated by many 
circumstances of social and economic character inherent in 
the number of the Jews in that country and their distribution 
among the various classes of the community. 

But we believe that the Polish leaders should have learnt the 
hard lesson of the past 20 years of the existence of the Polish 
State. They have now joined forces with Britain in the com- 
mon struggle for justice and freedom, and they should 
endeavour to find a solution of the Jewish problem on the basis 
of reason, and respect for undertakings assumed. 

In Europe after the war there will be either a “ Hitler New 
Order” or a “New Order” based on British principles. 
Probably we can trust the new leaders of Poland to appreciate 
the implications of the present struggle. It is not so obvious 
that that appreciation has been achieved as yet. Hence the 
misunderstandings with the Jews, who want nothing more than 
reasonable freedom, justice, and equality firmly established in 
the country where large Jewish Communities have lived for 
nearly a thousand years.

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A DAY OF REPENTANCE 


IT has sometimes beefi said that it would be well if 
a Day of Atonement could be set apart every year for 
all peoples, non-Jews as well as Jews, on which they 
could meditate on their way of life, and do penance 
for their actions. It is a just reflection, enforcing the 
truly universalistic teaching of our Jewish faith. There 
is no nation,.as there is no individual, “ that: doeth 
good and sinneth not.” Might it not be that from each 
such universal Atonement Day, the erring peoples 
would arise with their conscience reawakened, their 
link with God re-knit, and with the consciousness that 
it is because they have departed from His ways, as 
embodied in the teachings of Moses and the other great 
prophets of Israel, that evil has come upon them and 
they are nigh strangulation in their man-made ills? 
Redemption through repentance is the Divine proclama- 
tion to men. It is an unarguable judgment that 
clamours for practical response. It demands nothing 
more. It will accept nothing less, if abiding peace ts 
to be in the world and real happiness is to bless its 
myriad races, 

In what forms should repentance find its practical 
consequence? The answers seem plain enough. There 
must be justice for the individual and respect for his 
truly Divine quality as one of God's children. He 
must be given the right, whatever his station, creed, 
or nationality, to bear himself in that exalted capacity, 
to think freely, to speak freely, to believe freely, and, 
needless to add, to receive in due measure. his share 
of the things God provides for his sustenance, Thus 
will come a contented people and the quenching of 
that spirit of revolt upon which malice so often—as 
in. pre-Hitler Germany—preys with dire effect. 

But a just treatment of every individual presupposes 
a truly just State, which takes as, its guiding star the 


_ principles of social justice laid down with fiery elo- 


quence by the Hebrew Prophets. It would be a State 
that would loathe and abhor distrimination between 
its citizens——that discrimination which, from pagan 
contempt for Jewish teaching, has.inflicted on Jews such 
endless torture and suffering in so many lands and of 
whose still unpaid recompense to its victims one may 
say, adapting the Prime Minister's famous words, that 
never, even in the history of bloodstained human 
tyranny, have so many owed so much redress to so 
comparatively few. The just State would see in all 
citizens’ happiness the seal and the guarantee of its 
collective stability and strength. | 

Nor could the just State stay its hand at its own 
frontiers. If war and peace, as has been said, each :: 
one and indivisible, so, too, is justice, It must reign 
from country to country and from hemisphere to 
hemisphere. It can no more function in isolated patches 
than: can peace be secure in a world which concedes 
fairplay to Jews in one land and roughly denies it to 
them in another. And that.it may rule everywhere 
many false theories and equally false gods must be 
ground into the dust. One of the worst of them is that 
which .assumes that the moral law is something. which 
must be respected at home, while disregard of it abroad 
can be safely overlooked or condoned. Out of that 
bloody and destructive doctrine have come boundless 
wrongs and recurring wars. It must be ended if man- 
kind is to survive. With it, too, must go the mad and 
iniquitous worship of the Moloch State and all the 
brood of force-idolatry, slavery, and paganism which 
are its inevitable progeny. 


Upon that secure basis of righteousness should be 
built that society and brotherhood of nations’ whose 
rinciple runs like a golden thread through the Jewish 
enitential liturgy—that still far-off vision of men 
united in a single band to-do God's will on earth. 
Of such a commonwealth of nations Dr. Maxwell 
Garnett, the one-time Secretary of the League of 
Nations Union, has just been pleading, the members 
must be citizens in thought and deed, feeling for it a 
loyalty greater even than their patriotism. 


These surely would be the reflections that would 
fill the minds of men on a universal Kippur Day and 
should inhabit the minds of Jews at each recurrin 
observance, Looking out on this distraught world, 
and its surging hates and passions, no one can say that 
the day of their elevation into national and  inter- 
national practice is at hand. But the still small voice 
of the human conscience—-God'’s mentor—is still 
stirring. Psychological or educational planning, as Dr. 
Garnett says, is needed to create better people in the 
better world. To the teacher, to the preachers of all 
faiths, to the scholar, the scientist, and to all men of 
good will falls the sacred, solemn task of expediting 
the great “ New Order.” And upon Jews rests a great 
share in the task, which represents, after all, only 
their own God-given teaching. 


MR. GREENWOOD’S MESSAGE 


THe warmest recognition will be given by Jews every- 
where to the lofty and humane sentiments expressed 
towards them by Mr. Arthur Greenwood in his letter to 
the World Jewish Congress. These, we have every reason 
to believe, reflect the feelings not only of the vast majority 
of people in these islands but of count'ess numbers in other 
countries, as well as of many in those overrun by the 
Teuton barbarians and even in Germany itself, Mr. 
Greenwood rightly recalls the deep emotion evinced in 
Great Britain at the tragic fate of the Nazis’ Jewish victims. 
He reminds us of the speeches of responsible British 
statesmen in Parliament and at the League of Nations 
(notably, we would recall, that of Mr, Ormsby-Gore). 
These, we might add, have been paralleled by the forthright 
denunciations of the press and the Churches of all creeds. 
All these have, indeed, been beacons of light glimmering 
in a thick darkness. They have brought Jews both hope and 
encouragement in conditions in which they have desperate 
need of both. But Jews, perhaps more than all others, realise 
how positive and determined. must be the factors pledged 
to overthrow existing tyrannies and to achieve their replace- 
ment by others more sane and humane. Viewed from such 
an angle Mr. Greenwood's letter, despite the warm apprecia- 
tion which regarded from other aspects it must evoke, cannot 
fail to be disheartening. 


JEWS, TOO, MUST BE AT PEACE 


Ir may be, no doubt, that the readers of the letter were 
intended to read into it a Government endorsement of its 
contents, as well as a promise of positive action. But, if 
they were, would it not have been better—and less chilling 
to those who hate evil as much as they prize Britain's 
humanity—if the Jetter had explicitly said so? There is 
no mere petty querulousnéss in this complaint. On the 
contrary, it springs from feelings outraged by two thousand 
years of almost continuous oppression, from the determina- 
tion that once for all that inhuman terror must be ended, 
and from the inescapable conviction that if the victory of 
the free Democractes fails at last to put finis to a torture 
that ranks as one of the greatest, if not the greatest, in all 
history, then not only will the professions of the Allies 
be shamefully belied but Jewry, perhaps. the world over, 
will be irretrievably lost. On one thing it is necessary to 
insist at this stage. Any peace that would stil leave Jews 
in the degrading and trouble-breeding status of a people 
without a national home, a homeland, a fatherland, as Jewish 
as Engiand is English or Canada Canadian, would be a 
monumental betrayal. No Jew who is really a Jew, who is 
truly concerned for his people, for the fate of his children 
and his children’s children, for the great truth of Judaism 
and all that that stands for, can look to the future with 
any other thoughts. Nevér again will Jews who are not 
entirely mad entrust tHeir own and their children’s destinies 
solely to paper promises, however influentially countersigned., 


FOULING HIS OWN NEST 


IN the columns of the SUNDAY PicTroriat last week-end, 
a certain Denis Myers, self-proclaimed a Jew, was allowed 
to bespatter his coreligionists -here and abroad with the 
vilest abuse to the extent of about three columns of that 
Otherwise reasonably temperate publication. His effusion, 
printed under the headline (in heavy type) “I AM A JEW, 
BUT———,” began with the statement “I am proud of 
being a Jew-——but I am writing this article against Jews, 
against rich Jews and poor Jews, against British Jews and 
foreign Jews, against persecuted Jews and happy Jews, 
against sleek, well-fed Jews and scraggy, starving Jews— 
though one Jew will never let another Jew starve, at least 
not quite.” There follows a string of charges against 
various categories of Jews written with an apparent venom 
which Streicher at his most vituperative could scarcely out- 
do. Two examples suffice. Speaking of Jews of various 
occupations, who are alleged to have escaped to America 
to avoid the war, he remarks in language strange in one 
proud of his Jewish birth: 

“ Sate across the Atlantic these descendants of the lost tribes 
find a hereditary familiarity in taking to their capacious bosoms 
and their bellying stomachs a strange land where business is 
a god.” 

Of refugees from persecution he says that they came to 
pray deliverance and, getting it, remained to scoff at the 
country that took them in. | 


“ Each corner of this English field on which thev trod became 
for ever Israel . they flaunted themselves openly, 


aggravatingly, ungratefully.” 

The boozy tub-thumping underlings of Mosley have 
seldom let themselves go in coarser or more revolting 
fashion than has this scribbler proud of his race. 


LAME EXCUSE 


Tue writer of the article endeavours at the end of his 
screed to ride off with the statement that there are 
Christians—-he must mean non-Jews—who are guilty of the 
same offences as those he attributes to Jews, “ There are 
as many of these Christian rats,” he says in his choice style, 
“as their Jewish colleagues . . . for every Christian of 
the scum variety there are hundreds of thousands of decent 
ones; for every Jew of the scum variety there are hundreds 
of thousands of decent ones, too.” As far as the Jews 
are concerned, those hundreds of thousands of decent ones 
would, judging from this article, be difficult to find after 
the various categories pilloried in it have been sorted 
out. That is the obvious reply to the writer’s mean 
plea that his attack was directtd not against THE Jews 
but against “those pariah Jews.” “ Why,” he. asks, has 
he written “this scathing indictment of Jews?” The 


reason he gives is that “a scum Jew,” unlike the same sort 


of non-Jew. “defames his race,” and he was anxious that 
Jews should remember that. Hurling calumny and abuse 
at them, he may attempt to slink out of his misdeed by 
pretending he was only attacking some Jews, whereas 
everyone knows that in effect he was arousing detestation 
of all Jews, and feeding precisely those fires of prejudiced 
hatred which he insinuates that he deplores. If he had 
been really and sincerely desirous of reforming the victims 
of his abuse, he would have taken up his self-imposed 
task in a spirit of moderation and reason, such as might 
have commanded an attention which his reckless mud- 
slinging can never receive—unless it be, in abundance, 
from the eagerly receptive Jew-baiters. As it is, our Com- 
munity will spare the critic his “ pride” and look to more 
suitable hands for correction of any shortcomings of 
their own. 


THE RUSH TO THE TUBES 


ALMost simultaneously with the PicToRIAL 
article, there appeared some comments in the HACKNEY 
GazeTre on the prevalent attempt to seck safety in the 
tubes from the German bombs. Those who remember the 
way in-which during the last war this very human impulse 
was exploited to cast opprobrium on Jews will not be 
surprised that the.same tendency is being shown to-day— 
indeed, they must have rather expected it—and i is in 
evidence in the paper referred to. The HACKNEY GAZETTE 
writer goes so far as to assert, from personal observation, 
that 90 per cent. of those who seck refuge on the tube 
platforms and their approaches in North London are of 
the Jewish persuasion. On evidence supplied to us, this 
is a fantastic exaggeration. .We are categorically informed 
that, on the contrary, there are a large number of tube 
shelters in North London—-Camden Town, Holloway, etc. 
where there is not a Jew to be seen. The anonymous author 
of the comments gives a weak assurance that he does not 
mention his figure either complainingly or disparagingly 
but because it affords an interesting psychological or 
temperamental study. He thinks it remarkable that the 
preference for deep underground shelters should be so 
pronounced among onc section of the community and 


“not among others. In point of fact, the same preference 


was loudly proclammed, and not especially by Jews, quite 
early in the war, and the cry only subsided in the face of 
the opposition of the then Home Secretary. Further, this 
writer, while agreeing that the majority are women and. 
young people, asserts that “ besides males with black or 
patriarchal beards the observer cannot fail to detect a con- 
siderable number of robust and obviously well-nourished 
men as Jews according to his fantastic 
estimate, 90 per cent. of the total, a large number of the 
robust and well-nourished must, according to this allega- 
tion, be Jews. Actually this phenomenon of robust 
shelterers has been widely noted elsewhere, and to worm 
in the suggestion that that is the result of the prevalence 
of Jews is comparable to the methods of Fascist propa- 
ganda at their most unscrupulous. 


PLAYING HITLER’S GAME 


Wuat object, then, can there be in the writer's “ psycho 
logical or temperamental study” of the Jewish tube- 
shelterers alone? He may think he is indulging an 
amiable, harmless, and. exclusively academic taste, just as 
the SUNDAY PicTORIAL writer may believe that in libelling 
Jews in a reckless manner he is showing pride in his pro- 
claimed Jewish parentage. What he and his paper. together 
with the SUNDAY PicToRIAL, are doing in point of fact is to 
heap fresh fuel on the never less than smouldering flames of 
Jew-enmity in certain, perhaps many, parts of the 
Metropolis. The lapse is especially astonishing in the cas 
of our weekly contemporary, and not only because of its 
standing as a national organ. Over a number of years it 
has shown a ceaseless and courageous alertfess to the tricks 
and plots of the Nazis against this country, never missing 
an opportunity to trounce Government or Minister who 
failed to appreciate the insidious cunning of the modern 
Hun. That this same paper should now fall for such an 
article as that to which we allude, with its inevitable 
encouragement of just that anti-Semitism which is Hitler’s 
most efficient weapon, is therefore something which passes 
understanding. 


It may be that both journals are labouring under the 
belief that anti-Semitism has ceased to be of any account 
now that its leading champions are under lock and key. 
There could be no greater delusion. The wretched anti- 
Semitic campaign still goes on, stealthy and often hard 
to unearth, and those who conduct it are only waiting for 
some Opportunity--~some unhappy moment in the national 
fortunes, perhaps--to come boldly into the open with their 
nefarious propaganda! Even at this moment Hitler seems 
to be preparing the way for a fraudulent peace offer by his 
favourite and hitherto successful trick of fomenting internal 
divisions by an attack on Jews. We suggested this possi- 
bility in our last iSsue, and since then a similar prospect 
has been canvassed in many well-informed quarters. We 
ask both our contemporaries: Do they realise that in 
supplying material which could be used for an anti-Jewish 
campaign they are playing, unintentionally, the German 
Fihrer’s game? Everywhere, hitherto, Jew-baiting has 
proved the grave of the State which fostered it. It has 
been Hitler’s most potent injector of fatal poison into his 
victims. At this very moment when the anti-Jewish Iron 
Guards of Rumania have climbed into power the Germans 
have simultaneously marched into that country. Let our 
contemporaries, and individuals like-minded, think twice 
before they sell their country, through sheer thoughtlessness, 
no doubt, to the common enemy. They have their warning.

THE NEW CABINET 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Illness 
A STRENGTHENED MINISTRY 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


To the world at large the big thing in the reconstruction 
of the Government is that Mr. Neville Chamberlain goes. 
The Prime Minister who led the country into war in 
September, 1939, and remained in a secondary position 
after surrendering the reins to the more resolute grip of 
Mr. Churchill in May last, has now finished his career. 
Some foreign commentators have missed the real immediate 
cause. Even if he had fallen pathetically into the shade 
under Mr. Churchill his counsel was of great value in the 
War Cabinet; and it was only cruel illness that compelled 
the step of resignation which his critics have long demanded 
he should take. As a war-maker Mr. Chamberlain was 
unfortunate; but history will be just to his devoted efforts 
to save Europe from the catastrophe. As Mr. Churchill 
says in writing to him: “ You did all you could for peace; 
you did all you could for victory.” 

Mr. Churchill has now to undo something he did in May. 
He said then that as head of a Government of all parties he 
would not take the leadership of the Conservative party: so 
Mr. Chamberlain continued leader. But now Mr. Churchill 
is about to accept that succession. There are still Conservative 
party men who prefer Mr Chamberlain to Mr. Churchill: but 
they have to recognise the logic of facts. 

Sir John Anderson's great work at the Home Office in found- 
ing the Civil Defence Services brings him merited promotion 
to succeed Mr. Chagiberlain as Lord President-of the Council, 
with a seat in the War Cabinet in which he will have a lot 
to do with home problems. Sir Kingsley Wood enters the 
War Cavinet too, but more significant is the advent of Mr. 
Ernest Bevin. Mr. Bevin has risen quickly to the most dis- 
tinctive Labour pedestal. The War Cabinet is now cight strong 
for the first time, the five others being Mr. Churchill, Lord 
Halifax, Mr. Attlee, Mr. Greenwood, and Lord Beaverbrook. 

The most spectacular appointment is Mr Herbert Morrison 
as.the new Home Secretary and Minister of Home Security. 
Mr. Morrison will bring elasticity to an office in which the 
London air raids have made nimble decisions more necessary 
than in the past. On the other hand Sir Andrew Duncan will 
probably prove a more natural: Minister of Supply than ‘Mr. 
Morrison. Viscount Cranborne, an under-study of Mr. Eden 
when at the Foreign Office, will have many well-wishers on 
his: appointment to be Dominions Secretary, while Sir John 
Reith may well be more in his element as a peer in the new 
Department of Works and Public Buildings than he has been 
in the Commons first as Minister of Information and later as 
Minister of Transport. On the whole the changes, not least 
Colonel Moore-Brabazon's accession to the Ministry of Trans- 
port, strengthen Mr. Churchill's Government.

LEEDS’ SMALL CONGREGATIONS 
IN SERIOUS STRAITS 


Amalgamation and Pooling Urged 


{From our Correspondent} 


At a meeting of the Executive of the United Hebrew 
Congregation, Mr. D. L. Sandelson referred to a serious 
problem which faced the Leeds Community, arising out 
of war conditions: the financial difficulties im which a 
number of the smaller congregations found themselves. 

It was. said Mr. Sandelson, useless to dwell on the mis- 
takes of the past generation in permitting the promiscuous 
erection of small Synagogues with the evil result that was 
only too obvious to-day. Owing to migration to new areas, 
these small Synagogues could not retain their membership, 
and were. in fact. serving very little purpose at the present 
time. Unhappily, a false sense of sentiment had prompted 
the transfer of some of their premises into new areas. at 
a cost beyond the reach of the members. 

Mr. Sandelson said he had been approached by one of 
these congregations who were in grave financial difficulties 
and against whom legal proceedings had been commenced. 


He feared that the United Hebrew Congregation would, . 


for the sake of the dignity of the Community, find it 
impossible to turn a deaf ear to the appeals of these 
smaller congregations, and once again it might be that 
they will be called upon to shoulder a- burden not of their 
creation. Before, however, calling on the United Hebrew 
Congregation to step in, he would insist that the smaller 
congregations get together at once and determine which 
could be amalgamated. Redundant places of worship 
must be closed down, . There must be a pooling of the 
assets and liabilities of the smaller congregations, and when 
he had a balance-sheet reflecting the true financial position 
as a whole. he would then recommend the United Hebrew 
Congregation to assume some measure of financial responsi- 
bility in order to keep alive such Synagogues as were 
necessary. 

The United Hebrew Congregation, said the speaker, had, 
through its policy of serving the Community as a whole, 
burdened itself heavily, and many feared that such had been 
the heavy tax on the membership that any further - taxation 
would alienate some of the present supporters, but, speaking 
for himself, he saw no alternative to the chaos which would 
otherwise prevail At all cost, he hoped that the United 
Hebrew Congregation would step in and avoid a Chillul Hashem. 

The question was adjourned for discussion at a further 
meeting to be specially convened.

Youth and the Synagogue 


[From our Correspondent] 


A symposium, inspired largely by correspondence -and 
comment in recent issues of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE under 
the heading “Back To—What?” was held on Sunday under 
the auspices of the Merseyside Council of Jewish Youth 
at Zion House. Mr. Shalom Coleman presided. 

Mr. Leo Galkoff, of Cambridge University, speaking on 
“ Jewish Youth in Decay," said they had to accept the fact 
that Jewish youth did not attend the Synagogue and was 
drifting away from Judaism. Yet he was convinced thai 
there was in every one an inherent deep religious feeling. 
Upon the youth devolved the duty of starting a process 
of revitalising Judaism because only youth had the energy 
to do so. The reason why the youth turned their back 
upon religion and the Synagogue might be that there was 
little or nothing in the Anglo-Jewish Synagogue to attract 
them. If they came back they. could themselves ensure 
that the services would be made attractive. 

Discussing “ Revitalisation,” Mr. Ch. Pearl said that, to 
serve its real purpose, the service in Synagogue must be 
inspiring in order to afford a link -between man and the 
Almighty. But did our services so inspire us? They did 
not. They consisted for the most part of incoherent and 
insincere babblings and lip-service, in which those at the 


top of the social scale struggle for the dregs of koved for 


which they had done glorious battle. The Synagogue was 
converted into an auction room, in which honours were 
sold to those whose pockets made them “ worthy” to bear 
them. It was the duty of Jewish youth to rise and ‘protest 
against this hopeless position if Judaism was to survive 
another two generations. Among other fauits, Mr. Pearl 
included the. length of services and the lack of facilities 
for Jewish education. The Synagogues which had been 
closed down in Liverpool through lack of membership 
might be converted into Hebrew schools. 

Arrangements are being made to continue the symposium.

Rabbi Szneider’s explanation why we Jews are suffer- 
ing more than others in the present world upheaval ts 
not only ridiculous but blasphemous, in as much as it 
presents God, the soul of the universe, as a petty. egotist 
who could save us from the Nazi gangsters but would not 
because we carry pocket handkerchiefs in the street on 
the Sabbath, neglect to wear Tsitsis, and some Jewesses 
prefer a private bath to a mikva. It is on a par with the 
“ missionaries to the Jews’” explanation that God punishes 
us because the Jews of Jerusalem 2,000 years ago 
surrendered -to the Roman Governor a certain Jewish 
religious reformer. Such explanations are lowering God's 
dignity in the eyes of educated people; and simultaneously 
are obscuring the real reason. We Jews are always the 
first and worst sufferers because we are everywhere 
“aliens”: because we have no country. of our own. We have 
to thank our so-called great men in the past who fed us on 
“ piyutim,” “ yotzres,” “.selichus,” etc., and urged us to study 
continually the Torah, whilst other nations studied the map 
of the world and occupied the available land. Even when 
men like the Duke of Naxos (Joseph Nasi) in the 16th 
century, in Turkey in the 18th century, and Mordecai 
Manuel Noah, in the United States, in the 19th century, 
made attempts to get a National Home for us they were 
condemned by the religious leaders, who persuaded us to 
wait for the Messiah who would lead us into Palestine. 
Our latter-day Messiahs have persuaded us to sink about 
a hundred million pounds in Palestine, mostly for the 
benefit of the Arabs, Let us hope that the war will end 
with the destruction of Nazism: and that the new world 
will contain a safe National Home for us Jews.—Mr.

MR. CHARLES MOSES 
Journalist and Sportsman 


We deeply regret to announce the death, on the First 

y of Kosn Hashana, of Mr. Charles S. Moses, who was 
a member of the staff of 
THe Jewish Curonicte for “| 
40 years and was a popular 
figure in Jewish athletic and 
club circles, where his 
encouragement and guidance 
were appreciated over a long 
period of years. 

Charles Samuel Moses, who 
was born in Paddington 61 
years ago, began his long 
association with communal! 
institutions by serving as a boy 
in the choir of the New West 
End - Synagogue. He was 
chorister there for ten years 
under Mr. M. Davis, 
the well-known Synagogue 
musician. The Rev. Simeon 
Singer, compiler of the Prayer- at 
book, was Miunister.in those 
days and the Rev. Marcus Haines Reader. So began an attach- 
ment to this Synagogue which lasted to the end of Mr. Moses’s 
life, as well as a deep attachment to, and pride in, the Jewish 
faith, its liturgy and observances. 

During his boyhood Mr. Moses joined one of the first 
of the Loadon Jewish boys’ clubs in Bayswater, and, on its 
inception, the West Central Lads’ Club. He was an carly 
member of the Jewish Lads’ Brigatle, attending its second 
annual camp. On leaving the Lads’ Club he joined the West 


Central Jewish Men's Club and became Hon. Secretary of its. 


Sports Section. He grew .enthusiastic in his encouragement of 
athletics and bodily fitness among Jewish youth. The move- 
ment to straighten out what was called “the ghetto bend "— 
a phrase symbolising the want of physical fitness in immigrant 
Jews from Eastern Europe—was interesting communal workers 
at the beginning of the century, and Mr. Moses, by his 
activiti and later by his support, as a journalrst im these 
columns and those ‘of the JewrsH. Wore, did a great deal to 


achieve the desired goal 
Army Service and Sport 


After serving in the Royal Flying Corps and Royal An 
Force, in France, Belgium, and Italy, during the last. war, 
he continued his interest in sport His services as referee 
were in great demand, and he officiated at important matches 
in the London Football Association, the Civil Service League, 
the. J.L.B., Bar Cochba, Maccabi, and the Jewish Afhictic 
Association, and (as that association later became) the Associa- 
tion for Jewish Youth, Swimming galas apd athiciic meetings 
of the J.A.A. and other Jewish organisations Would have seemed 
incomplete without the presence in some official capacity of 
“ Charlie” Moses. 

Mr. Moses was a member of the Mondsh Branch of the 
British Legion... He co-operated ‘closely with Mr. Wiliam 
Hurwitz (whose death we recorded last week) in initiating 
the annual ex-Servicemen's Parades 

Starting his association with this journal in 1900, Mr. Moses 
served at first in the printing department, but was later trans- 
ferred to the editorial rooms. He was greatly devoted to the 
paper and proud of its traditions and of the approach of its 
centenary, which he was fated to miss by a year. His hearty 
and cheerful disposition endeared him to his colleagues as it 
did to the large number in the Community, with whom he was 
brought into contact by his duties. 

He will be remembered for many a day by colleagues, 
friends, and Jewish .sportsmen. Their sympathies go out to 
one whose devotion to him never relaxededuring 26 years of 
married life—Adelaide Moses. Their Silver Wedding in 
October last year was marked by a presentation from the 
editorial staff of this journal to a loyal, esteemned, and lovable 
colleague, 

At the funeral] on Sunday at the Willesden Cemetery, the 
Rev. Ephraim Levine, who conducted the service together with 


the Rev. Isaac Goldston, paid a moving tribute to Mr. Moses 
for his uprightness of character and his friendliness of spirit. 


The death of Mr. Moses has been felt as a melancholy loss 
to all of us who were his colleagues in the production of this 
per, Not only was he, in seniority of service, the “ father ” 
of Tue Jewish CHronic ie staff, but he was, by his own very 
personal qualities, held in the loving respect which the term 
suggests by all who worked with him. A man of very firm 
principles, unsparing in his devotion to his work and uncom- 
romising in the execution of his duty, he could nevertheless 
the kindliest of guides and mentors, particularly to those 
most lonely of creatures, the newcomers to a newspaper staff. 
For forty years Mr. Moses served this paper loyally and 
devotedly, served it with added zeal because of his sense of 
serving thereby the Anglo-Jewish Community of which he was so 
intensely proud. In uttering a word of personal appreciation on 
the passing of this loved and respected colleague whom | have 
known as far back as memory goes, and whose sterling qualities 
of unflinching loyalty were bestowed upon me as generously 
as they had been for twenty-six years upon my father before 
me, I cannot refrain from referring to a characteristic which 
shone as an example and inspiration to all who knew Charlic 
Moses—his patriotism.

MR. SOLOMON LYONS 
Popular Swansea Figure 


A correspondent. writes: 

The death took place last week, at Grove, near Wantage, 
of Mr. Solomon Lyons, a well-known figure in communal 
and business circles in Swansea. 

Mr. Lyons, who was born in Swansea in 1859, came 
of one of the oldest Jewish families of South Wales; his 
mother, who died at the age of 93, was born in Lianelly.

MR. ELIE N. MOSSERI 
Vice-President of Cairo Community 


Mr. Elie N. Mosseri, Vice-President of the Jewish Com- 
munity of Cairo and head of the well-known family bear- 
ing his name, died ‘recently in Cairo at the age of 61. 

Mr. Mosseri, who was a son of the late Nessim bey 
Youssef Mosseri, was the head of the banking firm of 
Mosseri and Co., was President of a Board of eight of the 
leading Egyptian industrial companies, and was a Vice- 
President or Director of some 18 other well-known 
companies. 

He was Consul of Portugal in Cairo for a number of years 
and a member of the Economic Council of the Egyptian 
State. In February of this year Mr, Mosseri was made a 
Grand Officer of the Order of the Nile by the King of Egypt. 
He was an Officer of the Order of the Legion of Honour 
(France), of the Christ (Portugal), of the Crown (Belgium), and 
of the Crown (Italy). 

In 1937 Mr. Mosseri made @ donation of £1,025 to the Jewish 


‘Hospital of Cairo and in 1935 presented 100 copies of the 


“ Daily Prayer-book,” edited and translated into [Italian by 
Rabbi David Prato, former Chief Rabbi of Alexandria, to the 
Cairo Jewish Schools. 

The funeral was very largely attended, those present includ- 
ing a representative of the King, two Cabinet Ministers, a 
number of former Ministers, the President of the Senate, the 
Chicf Rabbi of Egypt, many directors and bank managers otf 
Cairo, and numerous Egyptian and foreign personalitics. 

The deceased was a brother of the late Jack N. Mosseri, a 
former correspondent of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE in Egypt. He 
leaves a widow and a daughier 


DR. HELAL FARHI 
Egyptian Hebraist and Historian 


The death of Dr. Helal Farhi in Cairo in his 73rd year 
ends the career of a distinguished physician, linguist, and 
historian. 

Rorn in Damascus of Bulgarian stock, Dr. Farhi was 
educated in his nafive town in an English missionary school 
and was afterwards engaged as a clerk by the. Turkish 
Government because of his fluent knowledge of the Turkish 


. and Oriental languages. He resigned after a few years 


of service and left for Beyrout, where he studied medicine 
and took his degree with the highest awards. He after- 
wards proceeded to England, where he worked for four 
years at the London Hospital. For reasons of health he 
returned to the East and settled in Cairo, entefing the 
service of the Egyptian Government. He was appointed 
P.M.O. to the staff working on the Assuan Dam. Later 
he was transferred to the Egyptian State Railways, Cairo. 
He retired in 193] and was made a Knight of the Order 
of the Nile. 

Dr. Farhi was a regular contributor to the local Arabic 
Press, publishing numerous articles. on philological and 
historical matters. He was a founder of the local Jewish 
Historical Society. His literary works include translations from 
the Nebrew into Arabic of the daily and the Festival Prayer- 
books, the Haggadah, the Pirke-Aboth, and of “ Historical 
Records of the Tribe of David ™; a translation from the Arabic 
into Hebrew of the Rubaiyat of Omar Khayam: and from the 
Arabic into English of the Pirke-Maosche (of Maimonides). He 
was the author of a Hebrew-Arabic-English Dictionary, a 
Hebrew Grammar in Arabic, “ Proof of - Judaism” (a philo- 
sophical study in Arabic), a History of the Jews in Egypt, 
a Tabular Book of General Knowledge, and many other books 
of both prose and verse.

NAZIS’ ALLIES IN BATTLE OF 
LONDON 


Jew-Baiters’ Dual Campaign 
INCITEMENT IN RECEPTION AREAS 


Fascist incitement against the Jews has now crystallised 
itself as a Campaign on two fronts—the London front, where 
the Jews have allegedly decided to stay and monopolise all 
the space in the tubes; and in the reception areas, whither 
the same Jews—it must be by some mysterious process of 
being in two places at once—have fled as a body and 
moanopolise houses, food supplies, transport services, 

in London, in one station of the Northern Line, Fascists 
are said to have attempted to bar Jews from entry. A writer 
in the Hackney GAZETTE, misguidedly and no doubt 
unconsciously aiding the Fascists, says that “90 per cent. 
of those who recline nightly on tube platforms and their 
approaches in North London are of the Jewish persuasion. 

“] do net mention this either complainingly or dis- 
paragingly,”. he delicately adds, “but because the fact 
affords an. interesting psychological or temperamental 
study.” 

But other observers, equally interested in psychological 
and temperamental studies, give opposite reports. A 
correspondent who spent considerable time of late during 
a long raid waiting for trains at Russell Square, Piccadilly 
Circus, St. John’s Wood, Baker Street, and Paddington 
underground stations states definitely that the percentage of 
Jews among the thousands who had “ staked their claims ” 
for the night was so small as to be negligible. This 
correspondent was not “ of the Jewish persuasion.” 

The testimony of the Marquess of Donegall, in the 
Sunpay Disparcn, to the orderliness of Jewish tube 
shelterers is also worth noting. Lord Donegall visited 
several stations im company with Mr. Hore-Belisha and 
other M.P.s. One of the stations he visited was Liver- 
pool Street, which, he says, is probably one of the best 
organised because of the ample space. “Also, the com- 
munity down there is largely Jewish, and they have a way 
of getting orderliness into things.”

“The Bombs Follow the Jews” 


In the reception areas the Fascists have found support 
in local prejudices and provincialism. Apart from alleging 
that the Jews are eating the local people out of house and 
home. the Fascists are arousing primitive fears by suggesting 
that “the bombs follow the Jews” and that the Jews are 
a sort of Jonah, singled out by the Nazis for destruction 
and hence bringing destruction on those who shelter them. 
Slogans on these lines have appeared in more than one 
town, indicating that they are the work of an organised 
body acting on some central direction.

Mr. G. Strauss, M.P., on Fifth Column 
Danger 


NAZI -SYMPATHISERS IN HIGH PLACES — 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Mr. George R. Strauss, Labour M.P. for North Lambeth, 
has been among the most persistent of the M.P.s in calling 
attention to the danger of a Fifth Column movement. | 
asked him what he thought of the present position. 

“In my view,” said Mr. Strauss, “ persons who might 
be called ‘ militant’ Fifth Columnists have for the most 
part been detained under Regulation 18b. 1 have always 
advocated te sending of such individuais to one of the 
Dominions—Canada or Australia—as it appears to me 
entirely illogical that aliens who have proved their anti- 
Nazi record and their loyalty to this country should be 
shipped overseas while proved British Nazi sympathisers

“It is obvious,” he went on, “ what mischief they might 
do in the event of an’ upheaval that would ensue from 

ssible invasion, parachute landings, and so forth. We 
Bec been warned by the performances of the Quisungs 
and similar traitors im other countries. The Government, 
however, have considered the matter since early June, and 
from the fact that in spite of constant questions they have 
not announced a decision, One concludes that they are 
going to leave the British Nazis in England. 


Still At Large 


“The present Fifth Column danger,” said Mr. Strauss, 
“comes from the passive but influential Nazi sympathisers 
in high places who still remain at large. I do not think 
those people would deliberately engage in sabotage 
activities, but through their social position and their power 
in the City and even—so it is said—in the Civil Service 
and the Army, they may be very dangerous. They cannot 
do much at the moment, because public opinion is so 
strongly against them and the nation so determined to 
resist the Nazis with all its resources. : 

“But supposing,” he concluded, “that the population 
of London and other big centres have to undergo intense 
bombardment throughout the winter months and its nerve 
has been a. little shaken, those people who are now only a 
potential source of danger might become a real menace 
to the national effort. They must be watched. It is diffi- 
cult to bring any evidence against them now which would 
justify their internment, because they neither do nor say

Stepacy Shelters Criticised 


On the question of shelters | am now able to give details of 
the work of the Commission which, as already recorded, was 
appointed to make a survey in Stepney. he survey was 
carried out by the Friends’ Ambulance Unit, and about 30 
shelters in all were visited at night while in occupation. The 
findings substantially support the criticisms which I directed 
against many of these shelters. For example, the survey states 
that there is no ventilation worth speaking of,.and most of 
them are much toc hot.. There was, this time, no sign of 


dampness in most of them, but sanitary provision was every- 


where inadequate. 

While, in almost every cas€, emergency exits were there, 
they were of very little use, because if a bomb blocked the main 
entrances, the emergency exits would also be blocked since 
they almost adjoined each other, 

The serious allegation is made that often there is no first-aid 
equipment or personnel. So acite was this need that in some 
shelters the users decided to make a collection to provide 
material—a sad commentary on Stepney A.R.P. organisation. 

Another grave danger is infection. Anxicty is felt concern- 
ing scabies, impetigo, chicken-pox, and measles. The Com- 
mission strongly urges that some form of isolation should 
be imposed. 

The number of shelter marshals and wardens is also inade- 
quate. In most cases there is not enough seating accommodation. 
But owing to the fact that'a great many people now take cover 
in the tubes and that numbers have been evacuated, those using 
the shelters are fewer than they used to be. The survey con- 
siders that more deep shelters, fitted with bunks, are needed for 
the people, who have lost faith in the brick surface-shelters. 

The news that far-reaching changes are now being put into 

ractiice and that further improvements may. be hoped for has 
tes received with great relicf. The Stepney Town Clerk is 
taking over all defence work, in conjunction with the Regional 
Commissioner, and has full powers to deal with any aspect 
of the Council's side of the work. The Regional Commissioner 
has full powers to deal with the Governmental side. 

This step is also welcomed by the wardens, and it is hoped 
that the changes will make for increased efficiency in every way.

Problem of Aged and Infirm 


Since my last report it has been brought to my notice that, 
becadse there has been a diminution in the intensity of the 
bombing on certafn parts of London where there are a large 
number of Jewish residents—it is, of course, still seve:e—a 
number of Jewish women for whom arrangements had been 
made for evacuation have, at the last moment, changed their 
minds and refused to go, 

Here is an example of the kind of thing that is happening: 
Toynbee Hall made arrangements for the evacuation of about 
twenty elderly people, but when the time came for them to 
leave they decided to stay home. It cannot be dinned too often 
into the ears of these elderly folk that it is folly on their part 
not to take advantage of evacuation facilities, and that they 
may well rue the day when they changed their minds if, as 
is not improbable, there is a recrudescence of bombing on an 
even heavier scale. 

Mr. Basil Henriques is much concerned with the pitiable 


plight of the bed-ridden paralytics, and is actively taking up 


the question. Dr. J. J: Mallon, of Toynbee Hal, is anxious 
that the Lord Mayor's Fund should be used to provide homes 
in the country for elderly people who are homeless, and there 


has been an appeal by the Guild of St. John of Beverley for 
the deaf, whose claims, they feel, have been overlooked. 

lL have laid stress on these points because neglect to remedy 
the present deficiencies is fraught with the gravest conse- 
uences and because it is immediate and practical help that 
these stout folk of the East End necd. Mere praisc is so 
moch hot air. 


Kasher Meals for 6d. 


There was one excellent development last week. For six- 
pence those whose wives have been evacuated from the East 
End, or whose homes have been bombed, or who have becn 
badly hit financially through the raids, can obtain a good hot 
kasher meal consisting, for example, of a mincemeat roll, 
potatoes, gravy, and vegetables. For another twopence a 
sweet can be had as well. The Buxton Street School is 
responsible for this Kasher Food Centre, and, judging by the 
numbers who make use of it, it has not been opened a minute 
too soon. 

There aré more instances of how Jew and Gentile have 
been brought together in the common cause. 

At the headquarters of the Salvation Army Men's Social 
Work in Middlesex Sirect, two of the Army shelter marshals 
do everything in their power to make the many Jews who use 
this shelter as comfortable as possible. Here, too, there t« a 
mobile canteen which, when the all-ciear signal goes, brings 
round the cup that cheers, with biscuits Plans are on foot 
for meeting a similar need for shelterers in the tubes 

Salvation Army has also-been to the fore in providing 
temporary accommodation tor some of those who have been 
bombed out of their homes. Among these temporary residents 
are a large number of Jews who are full of praise for their 
treatment. The Salvation Army has received gifts of clothing 
from -the Women’s Voluntary Service, which it is distributing 
to the homeless irrespective of creed 

In case this kindness should give rise to any misunderstand- 
ing, | should like to make it clear that nothing is further from 
the Salvation Army's policy than to make any attempt at 
conversion. Colonel Bowyer, whom I saw at these head- 
quarters, made this perfcctly plain. The Colone| also paid 
tribute’ to the magnificent morale of the East End Jews, and

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EGGS ARE SCARCE 


SO WHY NOT KEEP YOUR 
OWN POULTRY? THERE 
ARE MANY ADVANTAGES 


GGS, one need hardly remark, are at 
Bie moment scarce. But their scarcity 
does give point to the idea of keeping 
fowls. There are many reasons why the 


person who decides to install a few 


chickens will be amply repaid for his 


trouble. Not that he need _ 
embark on chicken-keeping on 
a large scale. In fact, as 
chicken food 1s not too easy 
to obtain just now, it is wiser 
to restrict oneself to the num- 
ber of birds that are likely to 
satisfy the egg requirements 
the immediate family, calcu- 
lating that the scraps from the 
kitchen and table will sub- 
stantially help out the bought 
chicken tood 


A Family of Three 


For a family of three per- 
sons, two or at most three 
hens. are ample, providing that 
they are properly selected, fed, 
and looked after. The selec- 
tion «is of vital éimportance. 
There are imnumerable breeds 
available, but only a few of 
them are the sort of reliable 
layers that you need. 

if are to keep the 
chickens m a small garden 
enclosure, you must be care- 
ful net to buy birds of the 
very light type which fly high 
and need complicated wiring 
to keep them from doing harm to your own 
or neighbouring gardens. The light Sussex 
hens, although they lay splendidly, are this 
type of bird. They are not suitable for 
restricted hen-keeping, although birds 
crossed with them also give excellent tay- 
ing results. 

You should consult a reliable dealer, 
and buy the hens at about eight or nine 
months old. Younger birds will need feed- 
ing for some time before they lay, and 
older birds may be of an age when their 
laying capacities are dwindling Economy 
in buying birds ts the wrong policy. It is 
better to pay a good -price and obtain a 
good strain, since in addition to the better 
results in numbers Of eggs, a well-bréd hen 
from known strain will not be subject to 


the same dangers of infection as less care- 


fully selected birds—infection which, once 
it appears tn the chicken run, will quickly 
spread to the other birds. Trouble might 
arise also in running odd birds, cheaply 
acquired, with your selected hens. 


Essentials for Health 


The two essentials for keeping your 
chickens healthy and prolific in laying are 
cleanliness and good feeding. Add to this 
the provision at all times of plenty of fresh 
au, especially in the sleeping apartment, 
and as much. exercise ground as can 
possibly be obtained, and the chickens 
should develop without trouble. 

Cleanliness must extend to the eating and 
above all the drinking utensils. An egg 


consists of something like 80 per cent. - 


water, so that it is vitally important for the 
water the hens drink to be always fresh, 
clean, and abundant. 

An excellent drinking trough can be 
made very.simply. You should nail an 
upright piece of wood to the edge of a 
wooden base, and on this upright fasten 
two wire rings, the top one larger than 
the other, of a size which will allow a quart 
nulk-bottle to rest, neck downwards. Put 
a large tin dish, several inches deep (a cake- 
tin will do) on the wooden base so that 
the neck of the upside-down bottle dips 
into it. The tin should be filled with water, 
and so should the bottle. The latter 
operation is done, of course, by filling it 
first in the normal way and placing the 
bracket over it, and then you cover the 


bottle with your hand, turn it upside down 


into the tin trough, and slide away your 
hand again, no water having escaped. As 


the hens drink from the trough, the fresh

water in the bottle flows down gradually 
(The secret lies in scientific 
questions of pressure into which we 


to refill it. 


needn't enter now!) 


Food troughs should be lined with 
linoleum, .which can be wiped out regu- 


larly. The chicken-house should be pro- 


vided with removable boards, which can 


be taken out and scraped and scrubbed 
when the weather is fine enough to dry 
them before replacing. Some chicken 
rearers fix wire floors to their hutches to 
allow the droppings to go through on to 
the ground. This system-is effective "when 
the wire is high enough from the ground 
to enable you to sweep under the house. 

Ventilation is important. Birds of six 
months and over will perch for the night, 
and they should always have one or more 
sections of the hut open to the air and 
protected by wire netting. If you have 
two perches be careful to fix them both at 
the same level, since the birds will never 
perch on the lower one, and the higher one 
will thus be overcrowded. 


Using Kitchen Scraps 

When using up kitchen scraps, keep a 
clean bowl in which to put potato peelings, 
apple peelings, scraps of wused-up fat, 
bread, and all edible waste except orange 
and banana skins. Boil all these down 
together, if possible adding a little coarse 
oatmeal, and mix the resultant mash with 
biscuit meal or with the meal called 
“toppings” or “middlings,” which is 
bought from the corn chandler. Fish 
pieces are excellent, but when the birds 
are laying the eggs may taste of the fish. 

You cannot expect good results in. the 
quantity and quality of the eggs unless you 


feed the birds well and carefully. They 


must have some proportion of grain, 
preferably oats, each day, and this should 
be given dry. Never make their mash too 
wet. Chickens thrive better’ on slightly 
dry food because it forces them to drink 
more freely. 

if one of the birds is not quite well, re- 
move it from the others at once. This is 


important because it may be suffering from 


a disease which can easily infect the whole 
pen, and also because fowls will, if not 
prevented, peck a sick bird and probably 
prevent its recovery. 

Three meals a day are. best for hens 
from which you reckon to get regular eggs. 
Feed them at the same time each day, but 
remember that, as the days get shorter, 
their evening meal must be given progres- 
sively earlier, since they will roost as soon 
as darkness falls. Three healthy, well- 
cared-for hens should provide two eggs a 
day at least throughout the better part of 
the year, and perhaps one when the days 
are very short, :

LION FEUCHTIWANGER 


The report of Lion Feuchtwanger’s 
arrival in New York, after his escape from 
the Nazi clutches, reminds a colleague of 
an interview he had with him for this paper 
on the famous author's visit to London in 
1929. for the stage production of “Jew 
Siiss.”” Unfortunately, says my colleague, 
Feuchtwanger was suffering from a severe 
chill, but, having already fixed up the 
appointment with the reporter, he was deter- 
mined to keep it. Charming, shy, modest, 
but a delightful conversationalist, is how 
my friend describes Feuchtwanger. This 
same reporter also “covered™ a fecture 
recently in London by Lion Feuchtwanger's 
brother, on the Synagogues in Germany. 


CANDLE-KINDLERS BEWARE 


The black-out regulations have been 
contravened, in a number of cases. by 
failure to screen the Sabbath candle-light 
or by leaving ordinary lights on on the rest- 
day, and, in at least one instance, by 
insufficient hiding of a Yahrzeit light. After 
hearing the evidenct in the last mentioned 
case, in which the Jewish custom was 
explained to the magistrate, he bluntly com- 
mented, “ you must not have a light show- 
me. .. Fey. In another instance, a 
Jewish student explained his failure to dim 
the glow of lights by saying his religion 


would not allow him to touch the lights 
on the Sabbath. The Magistrate fined him 
£10 nevertheless. [ shall not attempt to 
argue the rights and wrongs of these cases 
(my own sympathies are with the magis- 
trates anyway), but it occurs to me to suggest 
—even though it's a little early to do so— 
that observers of the traditional Chanucah 
take care to keep their Menorah lights from 
the raiders’, and the A.R.P. Wardens’ view.

WE BLUSH 

Newspapers of the more serious kind are 
usually modest about themselves, but as I 
feel that a column such as this can be 
allowed a little more latitude, | must record 
an unsolicited tribute that has been paid 
during Rosh Hashana to this paper and is 
sermon-writers.

Jewish Cookery 


COOKING ON ONE UNIT OF 
HEAT 


IN many districts there is a short supply 
of gas at the moment, but even when the 
pressure is very low a hot dinner can be 
successfully cooked over one burner either 
in a tiered steamer (if you happen to be the 
proud possessor of one) or, failing this, 
large jam jars can be pressed into service. 

You will need a saucepan large. and 
deep enough to hold 3 good-sized stone 
jars. These must stand upright so that the 
lid of the pan will fit over them. Half fill 
the saucepan with water, fill the jars, cover 
with greaseproof paper, tie securely, place 
in the saucepan, taking care that the water 
is not up to the top of the jars, put the 
lid on the saucepan, and cook gently for 


2 hours, or if necessary it can be left for 


a much longer time. 

Here is a suggestion for a cold weather 
meal: Stewed beef, steamed leeks, potatoes 
boiled in their jackets, jam roly poly. 


Stewed Beef 
Stewing beef 1 Ib. Pinch of herbs, 
1 onion. Flour, salt, pepper. 


2 or 3 carrots. Stock or water. 


Cut the meat up into small pieces.’ Sea- 
son a spoonful of flour with salt and pepper 


and roli the meat in it. Slice the onions | 


and carrots thinly, put half in the jar, then 
the meat, and cover with remaining 
vegetables. Add a pinch of herbs if liked 
and pour in stock or water, being careful 


not to fill the jar too full, cover with 
greaseproof paper and tie sec@rely. 

For the leeks: Thoroughly clean, remov- 
ing all grit, and fit into another jar, add 
a littl boiling salted water and tie down. 
The liquid from these can be added to the 
stew gravy when dishing. 

Jam Roly Poly: Make this just big 
enough to fit into: the third jar. 

Potatoes: Scrub these and fit them round 
the jars. They will, of course, take only 
about 25-30 minutes, according to the size. 


Tiered Steamer 


THe possessor of a tiered steamer has 
no difficulty in serving a variety of hot 
meals with a minimum of labour. Here is 
a recipe for a pudding that will take about 
2 hours in the top tier of the steamer. 


Mixed Fruit Pudding 
Flour 3 ozs. Dates or figs, 4 ozs. 
Breadcrumbs 2 ozs. Sugar 14-2 ozs. 
Shredded suet 2} ozs. Baking Powder 
Raisins 2 ozs. } teaspoonful. 
Mixed spice 1 egg. 
teaspoonful. Pinch of salt. 

Fr figs are used soak them overnight. 
Stone raisins and cut in«halves, chop dates 
or figs and mix all dry ingredients together, 
add the beaten egg and sufficient water to 
bring the mixture to a soft dropping con- 
sistency. Turn into a greased basin, cover 
with greased paper, and steam for 2 hours. 

Pot Roasting 

Ir there is not sufficient oven gas to roast 
your joint use a heavy saucepan and cook 
on top of the stove. Melt the dripping, 
and when smoking put in joint and brown 
all sides. Put on lid and cook over a very 
gentle heat, turning at intervals. iat

HOW: SYNAGOGUES CARRIED ON 


Rosh Hashana in London and the 
Provinces 


British Jewry greeted the New Year last week in hundreds 
of Synagogues all over the country, many of them bearing the 
scars of Nazi bombs. At least thins London Synagogues are 
unserviceable through air raid damage. 

The Chief Rabbi having ordered drastic ‘curtailment and 
modification of the New Year's services, the services began 
at six o'clock and ended with the black-out, thus enabiing 
worshippers to reach their homes or their shelters before the 
night visitation of Goering’s bombers. 

in accordance with the Chicf Rabbi's instructions, old people, 
the infirm, mothers, and children in many districts, said their 
prayers at home, and the attendance at the Synagogues~ was 
mainly composed of younger and middle-aged people, a great 


number of whom were in the uniforms of the fighting or civil 


defence forces. 

A.R.P. wardens were on duty at all Synagogues, and arrange- 
ments were made to interrupt the services if it was thought 
necessary. Though “ warnings" wefe sounded in many local- 
ities, congregations generally treated them as “ alerts” and 
carrred on. 

Both in London and provincial centres services were held 
in small halls and private homes. Glasgow Synagogues accom- 
modated over five hundred Jewish soldiers stationed in the 
vicinity, who were the guests of members of the Community 
after the services, and this was repeated with small numbers 
of troops in other centres. Special services for the Jewish 
soldiers were arranged in Allied Army camps in Scotland.

Fssentials for Health 


The two essentials for keeping -vour 
chickens healthy and prolific tn laying are 
cleanlumess and good feeding. Add to this 
the provision at all tomes ol plenty of fresh 
air, especially in the sleeping apartment, 
ind as much ground as can 
possibly be obtained, and the chickens 
should develop without trouble 

Cleanliness must extend to the eating and 
above all the drinking utensils. An egg 
consists of something. tke 80 per cent. 
water, so that it is vitally important tor the 
water the hens drink to be always fresh, 
clean, and abundant.

An excellent drinking trough can be 
made very simply. You should nail an 
upright. piece of wood to the edge of a 
wooden base, and on this upright. fasten

Boil all these down 
together, if posstble adding a little coarse 
oatmeal, and mix the resuliant mash with 


biscuit meal or wih =the meal called 
toppings middlings.” which is 
bought from the. corn. chandler. — Fish 


pieces are excellent, but when the birds 
are laying the eggs may taste of the fish. 

You cannot expect good results in the 
quantity and quality of the eggs unless vou 
feed the birds well and carefully. They 
must have some proportion of grain. 
preferably oats, each day, and this should 
be giver dry. Never make their mash too 
wet. - Chickens. thrive better’ on slightly 
dry food because it forces them to drink 
more freely, 

if one of the birds is not quiie well, re- 
move it from the others at once. This is 
important because it may be suffering from 
a disease which can easily infect the whole 
pen, and also because fowls will, if not 
prevented, peck a sick bird and probably 
prevent its recovery. 

Three meals a day are best for hens 
from which yuu reckon to: get regular eggs. 
Feed them at the same time each day, but 
remember that, as the days get shorter, 
their evening meal must be given progres- 
sively earlier, since they will roost as soon 
as darkness falls. Three healthy, well- 
cared-for hens should provide two eggs a 
day at least throughout the better part of 
the year, and perhaps one when the days 
are very short. 3

Jewish Cookery 
COOKING ON ONE UNIT OF 
HEAT 

IN many districts there is a short supply 
of gas at the moment, but even when the 
pressure is-very low a hot dinner can be 
successfully cooked over one burner either 
in a tiered steamer (if you happen to be the 
proud possessor of one) or, failing this, 
large jam jars can be pressed into service. 

You will need a saucepan large. and 
deep enough to hold 3 good-sized stone 
jars. These must stand upright so that ithe 
lid of the pan will fit over them. Half fill 
the saucepan with water, fill the jars, cover 
with greaseproof paper, tie securely, place 
in the saucepan, taking care that the water 
iS not-up to the top of the jars, put the 
lid on the saucepan, and cook gently for 
2 hours, or if necessary it can be left for 
a much longer time. 

Here is a suggestion for a cold weather 
meal: Stewed beef, steamed leeks, potatoes 
boiled in their jackets, jam roly poly. 


Stewed Beef 


Stewing beef 1 Ib. Pinch of herbs. 

1 onion. Flour, salt, pepper. 

2 or 3 carrots. Stock or water. 

Cut the meat up into small pieces. Sea- 
son a spoonful of flour with salt and pepper 
and roll the meat in it. Slice the onions 
and carrots thinly, put half in the jar, then 
the meat, and cover with remaining 
vegetables. Add a pinch of herbs if liked 
and pour in stock or water, being careful 


not to fill the jar too full, cover with 
greaseproof paper and tie sec#rely. 

For the leeks: Thoroughly clean, remov- 
ing all grit, and fit into another jar, add 
a little boiling salted water and tie down. 
The liquid from these can be added to the 
stew gravy when dishing. 

Jam Roly Poly: Make this just big 
enough to fit into the third jar. 

Potatoes: Scrub these and fit them round 
the jars. They will, of course, take only 
about 25-30 minutes, according to the size. 

Tiered Steamer 

THE possessor of a tiered steamer has 
no difficulty im serving a variety of hot 
meais with a minimum of labour. Here is 
a recipe for a pudding that will take about 
2 hours in the top tier of the steamer. 


Mixed Fruit Pudding 
Flour 3 ozs. Dates or figs, 4 ozs. 
Breadcrumbs 2 ozs. Sugar 14-2 ozs. 
Shredded suet 2} ozs. Baking Powder 
Raisins 2 ozs. teaspoonful. 
Mixed spice 4 1 ege. 
teaspoonful. Pinch of salt. 

Ir figs are used soak them overnight. 
Stone raisins and cut in halves, chop dates 
or figs and mix all dry ingredients together, 
add the beaten egg and sufficient water to 
bring the mixture to a soft dropping con- 
sistency. Turn into a greased basin, cover 
with greased paper, and steam for 2 hours. 


Pot Roasting 


IF there is not sufficient oven gas to roast 
your joint use a heavy saucepan and cook 
on top of the stove. Melt the dripping, 
and when smoking put in joint and brown 
all sides. Put on lid and cook over a very 
gentle heat, turning at intervals.

Among the considerable number of Jews who are doing 
A.R.P. work are members of the Stamford Hill Boys’ Club.

There are ninety-five members of the Club in the fighting 
services.

Youth Centres in the Provinces 


While many London clubs of the Maccabi Association, 
in common with others in the capital, have had to suspend 
some of their activities because of the raids, it is encouraging 
to learn that a mew branch of the Movement has recently 
got under way in Norfolk. Here some fifty boys, under 
the leadership of Mr. E. Freed, have formed their own 
Maccabi centre. Several sections have been commenced and 
the boys already run their own weekly magazine. Arrange- 
ments have been made to commence similar branches in 
other parts of the country. By its mobile character as a 
national organisation, the Maccabi Movement is thus able 
not only to maintain its membership but to carry its banner 
into fresh territory.

YIDDISH-HEBREW “ UNITED FRONT” 


Interesting steps towards a rapprochement between the 
Yiddish and Hebrew cultural movements are reported from 
Detroit. The “ Louis Lamed Literary Foundation,” which 
was founded last June by the Jewish National Workers’ 
Alliance of America, and which seeks to promote Jewish 
literature in both languages, is to give annual awards of 
250 dollars for the best literary work in Hebrew and 
Yiddish. It is intended to have the best Yiddish book 
translated into Hebrew, and vice versa. 

The Foundation will publish in both languages an annual 
report or year book with a general review of the literary 
events of the year, and will assist in the publication tn 
both languages of a short popular book on the history of 
Yiddish Literature.

- Investments and Securities 


The strength of industrial markets has been an outstand- 
ing feature of stock markets in the past week. There has 
been steady investment support for a wide selection of the 
Jeading industrial equities. 

Tobacco shares have been particularly prominent, but 
there has been buying also of textiles, iron and steel, cement, 
building, and other issues. The recovery in building trade 
issues reflects the fact that though private building is almost 
at a standstill there is a big demand for building products 
for Defence and A.R.P. as well as for repair of air-raid 
damage. 

Though the buying as a whole is not large it is well 
distributed and it must be emphasised that it is almost 
entirely genuine investment. There is little speculative 
business to swell the apparent turnover in markets. 

At the same time selling remains very restricted, so that 
prices have responded well to the demand. It is noticeable 
that a good proportion of the buying has been on provincial 
account. The position as a whole is a reflection of the 
widespread confidence of investors in the position and 
future of British industry. 


SAVINGS IMPROVEMENT 


There has been a welcome recovery in the National Savings 
ee in the past two weeks. Each time the figure has been 
almost £10,000,000 as compared with only about £7,000,000 
for five weeks previously. 

At the same time there has also been an improvement in 
investment in National War Bonds, which last weck reached 
nearly £11,000,000, against £8,200,000 in the previous week. 
The total of National Savings, apart from ar Bonds, has 
now reached nearly £387,000,000. 

The total of £400,000,000 in a year from the opening of the 
Savings Campaign will be easily reached. If £475,000,000 in the 
ear is to be achieved, however, as Sir Robert Kindersicy 
hopes. a greater effort to raise the weekly total to about 
£12,000,000 is needed.

SHAKESPEARE AT THE VAUDEVILLE 
A Welcome Matinee Run 


In these bleak theatrical days in London, there is a tempta- 
tion to greet so rare a thing as a production with praiseful 
estimates on its scarcity value. 

Mr. Robert Atkins’ “ All's Well that Ends Well” requires 
no such spurious praise. It is as thoroughly enjoyable as was 
his choice of this particular play of Shakespeare's thoroughly 
courageous. For it is a difficult play to present, involving many 
decisions as to interpretation. Mr. Atkins has wisely avoi 
presenting it with excessive emphasis on its peculiarly un-Shake- 
spearean cynicism; nor has he approached the work as though 
it were an example of virtuosity overrunning itself, of genius 
representing itself by a kind of self-conscious superficiality. This 
version is straightforward and unpretentious. It is extremely 
interesting, therefore, because it lights up a host of exciting 
possibilities in the Shakespearean psychology in a way a more 
deliberately designed could never do 

Catherime Lacy makes a likeable Helena, not suggesting 

rhaps the complex possibilities of the character. but satis- 
ying logical requirements. Peter Glenville, as the odious 
Bertram, is a believable fellow and reminds us of the too 
real existence of this kind. There is a delicious Parolles from 
Esme Percy and an admirably desiccated clown by Jerry Verno. 
Very enjoyable acting comes also from Mr. Atkins and 
Barbara Everest.

Alfred Hitchcock’s Realism 


A really thrilling tale of espionage on the grand scale 
is Foreign Correspondent, which starts to-day at the 
Gaumont. It has not only excitement, but remarkable 
photography and a surprising effect of realism. Wild as 
are the adventures that befall this American newspaper- 
man in Amsterdam and Holland, .they carry a curious 
air of conviction so that at times it is almost as though 
one were watching an unusually frank newsreel.

Any mention of the nationality of the plotiers is delicately 
skimmed over. Our reporter narrowly escapes death several 
times over in his efforts to get his “ biggest stoty ever.” There 
is a hair-raising episode when he stands at the top of the 
tower of Westminster Cathedral while his would-be assassin, 
played superbly by Edmund Gwenn, prepares for a well- 
timed shove. There are many other good moments, many of 
them owing their excellence to the fact that they are played 
without dialogue. The culminating episode, the shooting down 
of be Auiantic Clipper by an enemy warship, is a triumph of 
realism.

Mystery Sea Raider, at the Plaza (A cert.) is an American 
tale of the present war which starts with the torpedoing of 
the British ship Aleria in mid-Atlantic. Thereafter it tells 
how German agents obtained possession of an American 
merchantman and used it as a decoy ship for commerce 
raiding. 

It it all very exciting and there are some good shots of 
submarines, but the film carries none of the conviction of 
our British successes, ‘For Freedom” and “Convoy,” 
which contained very similar incidents. For once we have 
got the Americans beaten despite their infinitely greater re- 
sources, Henry Wilcoxon is adequate as the American ¢ap- 
tain whose ship is taken from.him by the German agent, 
Onslow Stevens. The best acting comes from Carole Landis, 
a promising newcomer.
